Robbery Given Freedom. 


THREE COMPANIONS HELD FOR 
GRAND JURY. 


Men Were Arrested On Complaint of 
Chinese Laundryman. 


A hearing was held before Judge 
Avery this morning In the cases of 


George Wickstrom, P. J. Duggan, 
John J. D. Gillon and Arthur C. Set- 
terland for robbing George Yee a 
chinese laundry man at Norfolk 
Downs. 

According to the chinaman story 
the men pitched into him and beat 


him and robbed him of $15 in money. 
fhe story told by the defendants was 
practically the same. 

They claimed they stood in front 
of the chinaman’s laundry kicking 
their heels against the building when 
the Chinaman started to come out. 
Some of them caught hold of the door 
and held it. Then the Chinaman ran 
out of the back door and rushed at 
them. At this time Wickstrom and a 
sailor friend crossed to the opposite 
side of the street. The others observ- 
ing that the Chinaman had a piece 
of gas pipe in his hand grabbed him 
and a tussle ensued. 

They admitted taking the piece of 
pipe away and of punching the China- 
man but denied emphatically that they 
had taken any of his money. 


The Chinaman declared that he 
could have lost his money fin no 
other way. 

On the evidence the court dis- 
charged Wickstrom but held the 
others in $300 bonds for the grand 
jury.

Prominent Italian Filled With Won- 


der at Our Way of Doing Things. , 


Another prominent representative 
of foreign industry who came to this 
country to study the American way 
of doing things, has returned home} 
filled with wonder and admiration at ! 
American methods, energy and clever- | 
ness. 

The latest case is that of Mr. Far- 
randa, a Director of the Telephone | 
Company of Rome, Italy. He came! 
part of last 
year to study telephone conditions in 
the more important cities of this 
country. The interesting results of} 
his investigation have made ‘the easy- | 
gving Romans well-night incredulous. 

Rome had about 8,000 telephone 
subscribers, so when Mr. Farranda re- 
ported New York as having 310,000 
subscribers, and telephone ealls 
averaging 1,250,00 daily, these being 
sent. through 53 exchanges, which are 
operated directly or indirectly by 12,- 
000 employees, it was quite beyond 
the understanding of ithe Romans.} 
Many of these exchanges in New York, | 
ne finds, have more subscribers than! 
there are in the whole city of Rome. 

In an interview in a leading Italian 
newspaper Mr. Farranda stated that 
many reasons could be advanced for 
the ‘high degree of perfection reached 


by the telephone service in the | 
United States, among them being:—-| 
“The number of employees is not} 


the sole cause for the regularity of 
service. It is to discipline that the 
good results must be attributed, and 
which makes the system so perfect. 
Fines are imposed on those employees 
who break the rules the first oe 
and they are dismissed from the ser- 
vice for the second offense. 


Mr. Farranda caused great astou 
ishment by the statement that New 
York and Chicago, separated by a 


distance of something like 1600 kilo- 
metres, connected by telephone, 
and that for a three minutes’ conver- 
sation between the two cities a charge 
of four dollars is made. “It is a good 
deal,” said Mr. Farranda, “but I as- 
you transmission is marvelous, 
as I made the experiment myself and 
was astounded.”

Payne Tatiff Bil Threatened by 
Astion of Insurgents 


BREAKING VERBALAAGREEMENT 


Said to Be Opposing the Bill as Well 
as Making Combinations With Dem- 
ocrats—Cannon, Payne and Daizell 
Urge Chief Executive to Use His 
Influence Toward Getting Obstruc- 


tionists Into Line 


Washington, April 1.—The situation 
with which the house of representa- 
tives finds themselves confronted in 
dealing with the Payne tariff bill con- 
tinues to give the greatest concern at 
the White House. It is said that Presi- 
dent Taft was directly appealed to by 
Speaker Cannon and Messrs, Payne 
and Dalzell Tuesday, when they spent 
more than and hour and a half with 
the chief executive at the White 
House. 

The tactics of the “insurgents” are 
worrying the leaders to even a great- 
er degree than they are willing to ad- 
mit, and it is to bring these “recalci- 
trants” into line that the president’s 
aid has been sought. 

It has been reported to Taft, ac- 
cording to current report, that the 
“insurgents” are not living up to the 
letter of the verbal agreement they 
made with him at the time of the fight 
against the house rules at the begin- 
ning of the present session. At that 
time the “insurgents” are sald to have 
pledged themselves not to oppose the 
tariff bill if the president would agree 
to keep his hands off the fight to re- 
vise the rules. This arrangement was 
agreeable to Taft. 

Now, the house leaders contend, 
the “insurgents” are not only oppos- 
ing the bill, @ut are making combina- 
tions with the Democrats to the extent 
of threatening the measure. They 
say they cannot put the bill through 
in satisfactory shape until the “in- 
surgents” are whipped into line. 

It is said that the president has been 
appealed to to use his influence to per- 
suade the Republicans who are helping 
to endanger the bill to abandon their 
attitude. It is declared that oniy in 
this way can a definite arrangement be 
made or a limitation be placed upon 
debate and amendments. The presi- 
dent is considering the matter. 

According to opinions expressed at 
the White House, the president will! 
find conditions more favorable in the 
senate than in the house. He is sald 
to have received the assurance of the 
leaders there that they are in sym- 
pathy with him and will uphold his 
policy to the best of their ability. 
“~ ‘e president himself said a day or 
two ago that he had been assured that 
the senate was agreeable to the maxi- 
mum and minimum principle of the 
Payne bill.

Boys 
between the ages of eleven and four- 
teen should receive this vauable 
training that they may be more effi- 
cient, and better fitted for life’s duties.

This 
corresponds in many ways to the 
work done on the old New England 
farms. 

Manufactories and labor saving 
machines came and so farm imple- 


ments etc, were no longer made but 
bought. This change brought about a 
change in the condition of children, 
mentally and physically. 

This was not noticed in a _ short 
time but in years. Government ap- 
pointed commission to see or find out 
the cause in existing conditions of 
children. Their decision was lack of 
home sloyd. As a result Sloyd was 
recommended as a part of the real 
school work. 

The aim of sloyd is to better fit the 
boy for life’s duties. To so train 
that what ever profession he may take 
up, he will have acquired a certain 
training which will make him more 
efficient whether he be a lawyer, doc- 
tor, mechanic or teacher. The ‘boy 
should be taught 'to be neat, accurate, 
and orderly in his work. To respect 
honest work in all its forms; to judge 
his work and thus to better judge the 
work of others. To discover for him- 
self when an object is made careless- 
ly and when it is made in a thorough 
“workman ship” fashion. To really 
enjoy a thing that has beauty, and to 
cultivate that taste for things that are 
simple and artistic. To be patient, 
to rely upon oneself and have that 


sense of honor for honest careful 
work. 
Take a boy and let him have a 


course of Sloyd, passing through the 
various grades. If he has been taught 
to be neat, orderly and patient; has 
been industrious, carefully judged his 
work, has had respect for honest 
rough work, then the boy has been 
developed mentally and morally and 
in @ way that will have an ever last- 
ing influence upon him in whatever 
profession or trade he may take up. 

This training together with the 
skillful use of tools and careful di- 
rection on part of teacher along 
moral and physical lines, will surely 
develop the boy into a true, clean 
man making a better citizen of him, 
and fitting him in the best way possi- 
ble to meet the demands of the pres- 
ent day.

Pierce, Okla., April 2.—What a 
Muskogee newspaper calls the 
“smoked beef rebellion” is all but 
over. In a day or two the militia, it 
is expected, will be withdrawn. Mc- 
Intosh county will feed nearly a hun- 
dred prisoners, not one of whom re- 
sisted arrest, and Chitti Harjo, oth- 
erwise Crazy Snake, will exercise all 
due caution about appearing in public. 

He has not been captured, neither 
has he responded to a widely distri- 
buted invitation to surrender. The 
picturesque posses have quitted the 
hunt, leaving the field to the first 
regiment, Oklahoma National Guard. 

Colonel Hoffman sent squads through 
the river bottoms and previously un- 
explored gulches in this vicinity, while 
Major Barrett, spreading his men, ad- 
vanced like a comb through the Hick- 
ory woods. Crazy Snake, however, 
was elsewhere. 

Meanwhile Hoffman held a long 
pow-wow with thefugitive’s sister. The 
interview took place at Crazy Snake's 
former home on a swell of prairie 
which the Creek leader disdained to 
cultivate. The Snake place is a one- 
room shanty with a rickety porch and 
big chimney, like those of southern 
negro huts. The ground around it has 
never been ploughed and lean dogs 
yelp amid the weeds. 

The Indian leader’s sister and the 
militia chief met on the porch inform- 
ally, but the former succeeded in con- 
vincing her questioner that she knew 
nothing of her brother’s whereabouts. 

“Very well,” gesponded the colonel, 
“itis up to him. He has twenty-four 
hours in which to put himself under 
our protection. He should do it, as 
the next step probably will be the of- 
fering of a reward for him, dead or 
alive.” 

Colonel Hoffman admitted that he 
did not know whether his ultimatum 
would ever reach its real objective 
point. But he had his suspicions, as 
somebody undoubtedly is taking food 
to the old chief, along with the news 
of the day. 

It is admitted that the wily red man 
has eluded his pursuers. He controls 
his own destinies so long as he choos- 
es to remain hidden. The territory 
in which he may roam {s too large for 
the military to cover thoroughly, 
which both pursuer and pursued know 
well. 

Crazy Snake may conclude at the 
last moment of military occupancy to 
give himself up, but it is the general 
belief that the old warrior will do 
nothing of the kind. It is regarded as 
more likely that he will wait until 
public excitement has subsided and 
then emerge from his hiding.

Throughout the state 
Wet of human beings were led 
from the depths of mines, from chok- 
ing kilns, from whirring, dark fac- 
tories—out into good sunlight; from 
the contral of harsh and often brutal 


State. 


Georgia has no state penitentiary. | 


For years her convicts have been sold 
| into the mines, into the brick-kilns, 
| into the factories, where private greed 
| sometimes demanded and collected its 

last ounce of human flesh and its final 

drop of human blood. 

But the state decided to abolish this 
traffic in whites as well as blacks, so, 
| instead of selling its 1600 prisoners, it 
will work them on the public roads. 

The change went into effect yester- 
day, when the convicts were returned 
to the counties in which their crimes 
had been committed.

—How to live un six cents a day 
has been solved in Chicago, if charges 
made by the Citizen’s Association 
against the sheriff prove to be true. 
The association is seeking to force 
the sheriff to expend a little more 
of the 20 1-2 cents a day he receives 
for each prisoner on food. 

“We found,” says the association, 
“after thorough investigation ,that the 
grade of beef plates of briskets used 
in feeding the prisoners could be 
bought for four cents a pound or less. 
This indicates clearly that the cost 
of the meat fed to the prisoners does 
not exceed two cents a day a man. 
The mid-day meal, in addition to the 
meat, consists only of a piece of 
bread and a vegetable. The total 
cost of this meal, according to the 
estimates given the association, does 
not much exceed three cents. For 
breakfast and supper the prisoners 
are given only a piece of bread and 
a tin cup of coffee. The cost of 
these meals certainly does not ex- 
ceed 1 1-2 cents each.”—Boston 
Transcript.

STATE HOUSE LETTER. 


Boston, March 31, 1909. 

Robert Luce made a point in his 
speech at the Congregational club 
Monday night well worth the atten 
tion of the legislature. He gave in- 
stances regarding social and sanitary 
legislation for the benefit of poor ipeo- 
ple and the general health and public 
welfare wherein European nations are 
outstripping us in progress by legis- 
lation, and said that, in spite of our 
supposed (pre-eminence, we have such 
hostility to new legislation that gen- 
uine progress is hindered. Commit- 
tees are hostile to petitions, as a mat- 
ter of principle. Senate and House 
{would rather kill than make alive, 
and the public suffer accordingly. 

Mr. Luce also said that he did not 
believe in constitutional prohabition, 
and that brings up the liquor record 
of the club which he addressed, 
though doubtless a maiority of the 
members would vote for ~constitu- 
tional probition. Some eight or ten 
! years ago, when the club met in Hor- 
,ticultural hall, a written protest 
|against liquor in the frozen pudding, 
though opposed by some ministers as 
well as laymen when privately cir- 
j} culated, had such support that the 
management said the practice should 
cease. Over and over again there 
were lapses, always followed bv 
promises of observance. As the good 
name of the club was constantly in- 
jured, finally a new rule 'was proposed 
that no alcoholic flavoring, or sem- 
blaneces of it, be used in any refresh- 
ment served by the club. The execu- 
tive committee who passed upon it 
turned it down unanimously. The 
president of the club presented the 
matter to the club with such ridicule 
that an outburst of laughter followed 
and had to be faced by the member 
who presented the rule. Yet it was 
adopted by over-whelming vote. Last 
Monday night there was the alcoholic 
flavoring again, as if the rule had 
never been adopted. At the previous 
meeting, since the uplift of the Chap- 
man revival, two ministers, at the 
club, ridiculed the rule. Yet, in spite 
of the proportion of liquor Congrega- 
tionalists in the club, and the viola- 
tion of their rule, Mr. Luce made a 
great hit and is evidentiy regarded as 
the conspicuous republican leader up- 
on moral issues. Considering that the 
machine has slated Frothingham and 
Lawrence for the governorship before 
he runs, the attitude of the mass of 
the ;party becomes important. 


Quite a movement is in progress for 
a constitutional amendment to permit 
the classification of property for tax- 
ation. Only by such an amendment 
will it ever be possible to pass such 1 
law as was recommended by the re- 
cent recess committee on taxation, but 
found by the supreme court to be un- 
constitutional. But such a law is in 
force in some other states, in sub- 
stance, and it has worked very well 


for the equalization of taxation and 
bringing into the tax lists a large 
amount of property which runs to 


cover away from the assessors under 
our system of taxation. Nothing can 
be done by the present legislature, 
for the subject has not been formally 
presented, and it is not to be sup 
posed that the branches would sus- 
pend their rules at this stage of the 
session in order to admit it. But the

Gov. Draper and President Tread- 
way are in a serious dilemma in con- 
sequence of their position that the 
legislature ought not to address any 
resolutions to Congress. The state 
has always done it whever it chose 
and it is now well Known that these 
leaders opposed the resolutions in 
question because they might seem to 
be out of sympathy with a large navy. 
But, since that stand was taken and 
the arbitration resolutions were de- 
feated, has come up the matter of 
passing a resolution against a nation- 
al inheritance tax. That tax is a part 
of the Payne tariff bill and, if it be- 
comes law, it will be very serious for 
Massachusetts. A conference ‘was 
held by Gov. Draper, President Tread- 
way and Speaker Walker to see what 
should be done, and they favored 
adopting a resolution of protest, but 
without anything to show that it is for 
effect upon Congress. But such 2 
position merely makes the state stand 
up and holler without sending the 
resolution where it will do good. All 
the force is taken away by this sup- 
posed necessity of saving the face of 
the officials in a course in contarst 
with the historic course of the state.

LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL 


Washington, March 27, 1909. 

The leaders in the House have 
| formulated tentative plans for the 
| passage of the Payne tariff bill and 
| unless these plans miscarry the meas- 
jure will be voted on about April 
| 15th. Mr. Payne’s hopes are that the 
| general debate will be allowed to run 
; until mext Wednesday, when a rule 
} Will be presented providing for ten 
; days’ debate under the five-minute 
| rule; then three days to be consumed 
jin the consideration of and votes 
}upon amendments. Republican lead- 
| ers realize of course that the rule 
aust contain some restrictions upon 
j}amendments if the bill is to be dis- 
posed of before the late summer. The 
present indications are that there will 
be no united opposition to the bill 
as a whole. 
| President Taft has told the members 
}of his cabinet that he expects each 
to assume all responsibility for and 
| exercise supreme control over his de- 
; partment, and that each head of a 
| department will be held responsible 
for the conduct of that department. 
He has emphasized the fact that he 
| wants results and has assured the 
members of his official family that 
they are free to select their own 
| assistants without personal or politi- 
| cal assistance from the White House. 
Mr. Taft thinks it would be unjust 
for him to hold his cabinet officers 
responsible for results should he, for 
political reasons, dictate the men on 
whose assistance they must rely for 
the success of their respective de- 
partments. While assistant secretary 
and similar officers are “Presidential 
officers,” the President has indicated 
his intention of exercising this pre- 
rogative only in appointing men de- 
sired by the department-heads. As 
a result of this policy, Members of 
Congress and that portion of the pub- 
lic which has to deal with federal 
appointments, will soon find that they 
must deal directly with the depart- 
ment heads, if they wish things ac- 
complished, instead of carrying every 
request and every complaint to the 
White House. In this way the Presi- 
| dent hopes to find more time for the 
important affairs of the government. 

The one question constantly asked 
at the Capital, in every informal dis- 
cussionof the tariff is, “Will the 
Payne bill raise a sufficient amount 
|of revenue?” and the question of ad- 
ditional revenue is causing the lead- 
ers in both Houses of Congress no 
} little uneasiness. The Inheritance 
tax, a possible income tax and the 
duty on tea are all criticised and 
| objected to. There seems to be a 
strong sentiment in the House for 
the removal of the duty on tea and 
as replacement by an additional fifty 
cents a barrel on beer. A number 
lor representatives are endeavoring to 
Vorganize a movement to demand a 
vote on this question, and dowbtless 
all representatives from prohibition 
districts will join in sueh a move- 
|ment. The suggestion is frequently 
|'made, and meets with favor, that the 
best way to increase the Treasury 
j balance is to cut down the annual 
expenditures.

lution to provide by constitutional

| tax. 

At the request of the Maritime 
‘League of New York, Senator Depew 
| has introduced an interesting resolu- 
tion.

State to send to the Senate all cor- 
respondence between the Siate De- 
partment and the Republic of Cuba 
relating to the question of recogniz- 
ing coffee roasted in the United States. 

Again President Taft has expressed 
to Colonel Goethals his earnest de- 
sire to see the Panama canal com- 
pleted by 1913, and while the Chief 
Engineer cannot promise this ac- 
complishment before 1915, he told the 
President that every force would be 
put to work to hustle things. Some 
of the President’s friends think that 

this desire to see the canal com- 
pleted in January 1913 means that

MORE ABOUT GAS. 


Editor of the Ledger: 

Fifty years ago the method 
lighting was principally by whale or 
lard oil, the large cities only being 
lighted by gas. Quincy was then but 
sparsely settled. Some thirty or 
more citizens desirous of a more con- 
venient and brilliant light procured a 
charter and laid small pipes through 
the central part of the town, inviting 
the citizens generally on the line to 
connect therewith. As the expense of 
construction and cost of production 
were very large at that time the price 
per thousand was fixed at $5.00 which 
was afterwards increased. Soon after- 
wards kerosene oil came into general 
use. This, on account of its cheap- 
hess caused a great falling off in even 
the few takers that they had. The 
company changed hands several times 
} and as they never declared a dividend 
stockholders became discouraged and 
would have probably wound up the 
concern only that they were aware 
that they had an extremely valuable 
franchise. Very few extensions of 
mains were lald and as they gaye 
very poor service at times we would 
occasionilly hear that a new company 
was about to start, but, alwars when 
iccking up the situation they struck a 
snag in the existing company. Final- 
ly, the old company was actually 
compelled by the state to sell to the 
so-called gas trust who, (I am {in- 
formed, are perfectly competent to 
run things,) and while having a 
monopoly, are also obliged to extend 
the service to any part of Quincy de- 
sired by the inhabitants, provided the 
net income thereof will exceed the 
expense. That practically puts it 
right into the hands of the gas com- 
pany to determine, as they can make 
the expense as large as they wish. 
And I think they are pretty good peo- 
ple, to ask permission to lay any new 
pipe, for a man might agree to take 
gas for a while and then shift onto 
something else. It is quite a risk, and 
I am positive that the gas company 
are not worrying much over this hold- 
up to lay pipe into the outskirts at the 
present time. 

Just as quick as the obstructionists 
get their eyes open they will fall over 
themselves to grant every location 
In fact, they will be even asked by 
their constituents in the near future 
to use their influence for still furth- 
er extensions. 

Having heard some criticism of my 
statement that light would soon be so 
cheap that it would not pay to turn 
it off in the day-time, I have since as- 
certained that that is a fact already 
in some parts of Switzerland and that 
the State of New York has 1,500,000 
acres in the Adriondack Mountains 
where enough water can be collected 
to supply the whole state with light, 
heat and power. Already in Maine and 
New Hampshire the natural water 
supplies of those states are being 
eonsidered. The project already un 
derway in Massachusetts at the Mel- 
ropolitan Reservoir at Clinton, where 
power equal to Niagara Falls can be 
utilized sufficient for all this state. 
Our reservoir at Braintree, the source 
of Town Brook, is among the possibill- 
ties also. 

In the modern method of manufac- 
turing gas the value of the tar, coke, 
ammonia, etc., is so valuable that the 
gas itself is practically of no account 
and really becomes a by-product. It 
makes me think of a story I once 
heard of a colored preacher who was 
met after service by one of his flock 
who safd, “Parson, in your sermon 
you kept saying that salvation is free. 
When you got through you took up a 
collection.” “That is all right, "said 
the Parson. “You see that big pond. 
well the water is all free but if you 
want it piped into your kitchen, 
you've got to pay.” They will give 
you all the gas you can carry off, but 
if you want it piped into your kitchen 
you’ve got to pay.

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AMENDMENT TO STATE 
CONSTITUTION URGED 


A fairer distribution of the burden of 
taxation ig the object of an amend- 
ment to the state constitution which 
has been recommended by the Boston 
Merchants’ Association. The amend- 
ment desired would make possible cer- 
tain changes in the present Massachu- 
setts laws such as have been made 
by other states within a few years. 

At an early hearing before the legis- 
lative committee on Taxation, Prof. 


sity will present the Association’s 
amendement providing that the legis- 
lature be given power wo classify 
property for the purpose of ‘taxation. 
his would be substituted for the word 
“proportional,” now in the constitu- 
tion. A 
The position of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation on taxation has been awaited 
with interest since it become known 
that the organization had a commit- 
tee at the work on the subject. This 
committee has submivted the follow- 
ing statement of the skKuation: 


“The existing system of taxation 
in Massachusetts has for the last 40 


years been the source of constant 
dissatisfaction and complaint. In that 
period no less than five special com- 
missions have been appointed by the 
state to investigate the working of the 
system and report plans for the im- 
provement, but their reports have re- 
sulted in no substantial change of the 
tax laws of the Commonwealth. Mean- 
while it has become increasingly ap- 
parent that our tax laws operate in- 
juriously to the best interests of the 
Commonwealth, especially to the City 
of Boston, and that the existing sys- 
tem is satisfactory to no one. 

The Merchants’ Association finds 
that the methods of taxation must be 
changed in various particulars if Mas- 
sachusetts is to prosper as she should. 
In the first place, it appears that 
some of our manufacturing indus- 
tries are subject to much heavier taxa- 
tion than other states impose upon 
conypeting industries. Machinery, for 
example, is practically exempt from 
taxation in Pennsylvania, and is very 
lightly taxed in leading manufacturing 
states. In Massachusetts it is sub- 
ject to heavy taxation upon a high 
valuation in many of our manufactur- 
ing cities and towns. The Commis- | 
sion of 1896 and the Commission of | 
1907 called attention to the desirabili- 


burden on the manufacturing indus- 
tries of the Commonwealth, but 
nothing has as yet been accomplished. 

The second question of importance 
is the taxation of intangible property. 
The existing law upon the subject is 
ineffective in producing revenue and 
highly unjust in its operation upon 
individual taxpayers. It has been well 
called confiscation tempered with fa- 
voritism. The City of Boston has been 
a special sufferer on account of the 
removal of personal property to a few 
wealthy towns where tax rates are 
low and the enforcement of the lay 
decidedly lax. In view of this and 
other facts, the Commission on Taxa- 
tion of 1907 recommended a change in 
the taxation of intangible property. 
It was found, however, when the ques- 
tion was submitted to the Supreme 
Court of the Commonwealth, that no 
change in the law is possible wnder 
the present Constitution, 

Another question of interest is the 
subject of the taxation of forest prop- 
erty. Massachusetts has considerable 
areas of land which are of little value 
for agricultural purposes, but might 
be advantageously used in scientific 
forest culture. Afforestation on any 
extensive scale is practically impos- 
sible under our present tax laws. 
The Legislature has granted exemption 
in certain cases for a limited period 
of years, but this applies only to the 
early years in the growth of forests, 
when the timber is of little value 
and the taxes would in any case be 
light. After the period of exemption 
the growing crop of timber is subject 
to taxation at its full value in each 
year at the full local rate. Since 
the crop requires 40, 50, or 60 years 
to grow, it follows that if the present 
laws are enforced, timber would have 
to pay 30, 40, or 50 taxes before it 
is brought to market. The interest 
on the tazes paid in the early years 
of the growth of the crop amounts to 
almost as much as the taxes them- 
selves. On growing crops farmers 
are not subject to taxation in Mas- 
sachusetts, since the assessments are 
made on the first day of May; while 
on the other hand a growing crop 
of timber would be subject, if the 
law were strictly enforced, to a tax 
almost equal to the value of the crop 
at maturity. The Forest Service of 
the United States has, for the last 
two years, been investigating the tax- 
ation of forests, and it has come to 
the conclusion that existing laws en- 
courage the destruction of forests 
when enforced, and discourage re- 
forestation of lands once devoted to 
timber or afforestation of lands that 
might well be devoted to that pur-

Pennsyl- 
vania amended her Constitution to 
this effect in 1873, Delaware in 1897, 
Virginia in 1902, and Minnesota in 
1906. Colorado, Idaho, Montana and 
Oklahoma placed this provision in 
their first constitutions. 

The justice and necessity of the 
reasonable classification of property 
tor the purpose of taxation has been 
repeatedly recognized by the Suprem- 
Court of the United States. The clear- 
est expression of opinion is to be 
found in the case of Pacific Express 
Co., vs. Seibert (142 U. S. 351): 

“This court has repeatedly laid 
down the doctrine that diversity of 
taxation, both with respect to the 
amount imposed and the vario.is 
species of property selected either for 
bearing its burdens or for being ex- 
empt from them, is not inconsistent 
with a perfect uniformity and equali:y 
of taxation in the proper sense of 
those terms ;and that the system 
which imposes the same tax upon 
every species of property, irrespec- 
tive of its nature or conditions or 
class, will be destructive of the prin- 
ciple of uniformity and equality in 
taxation and of a just adaptation of 
property to its burdens.” 

The requirement of the Massachus- 
setts Constitution, that taxes must be 
“proportional,” that is, levied at the 
Same rate upon ail property, goes 
back to the Province Charter of 1691, 
and was transferred almost literally 
from the Province Charter to the Con- 
stitution adopted by the state in 1780. 
It had its origin in restrictions which 
the British crown placed upoi the 
Province in 1691, and should be modi- 
fied if the welfare of the Common- 
wealth today requires such a change. 
All modern tax systems are based 
upon the principle that it is necessary 
to classify property for taxation, and 
to apply to each class such methods 
and rates as the circumstances re- 
quire. The reasonableness and jus- 
tice of such action has been recog- 
nized by the Supreme Court of the 
United States ,and by nearly one- 
third of the states of the American 
union, the constitutions of which now 
permit classification. The Merchants’ 
Association hopes that the present 
Legislature will see the wisdom and 
the necessity for such an amendment 
to the Constitution of Massachusetts.”

Meeting At Wollaston, 


The largest meeting in the history 
ot the Bast Norfolk Union of Chris- 
tian Endeavor societies was held in 
the Wollaston Congregational church 
cn Monday evening. 

Delegates to the number of 325, 
representing the twelve Christian En- 
deavor societies in Quincy and Mil- 
ton, were present beside many other 
visitors. 

The meeting was opened with the 
congregational singing of Alexander’s 
gospel hymns, led by Rev. Mr. Hardy 

Following this a short devotional 
service Was read by Rev. Thomas W. 
Davison of the Atlantic Memorial 
church, 

The important feature of the even- 
fing ‘consisted of a debate on the 
question: “Resolved that the Sunday 
school has done more for the young 
people of the church than the Chris- 
tian Endeavor society. ’ 

G. Clifton Bestick of Braintree and 
Carl R, Hyde of Quincy spoke for 
the affirmative. Eugene G. Smith of 
Wollaston, in the absence of the 
fourth speaker was sole debater for 
the negative. 

Rev. H. G. Megathlin of the Park 
and Dewns Corgregational churek 
acted as moderator and Rev. A. R. 
Atwood of the Quincy Point church, 
Rev. Joseph Walther of the Wollaston 
Baptist church and Rev. A. M. Thomp- 
son of the Quincy Presbyterian church 
as judges. 

Mr. Bestick opened the argument for 
the aflirmative by saying that both 
the Sunday school and Christian En- 
deayor were allies of the church and 
related to one another but each hav- 
ing special work to do. 

The Sunday school does more good 
for the young people for as its name 
implies, it is an organization of peo- 
ple gathered together to study the 
Bible. 

Young people obtain more good in 
the Sunday school said Mr. Bestick, 
where in classes of ten or twelve of 
the same age under the guidance of 
a competent teacher the lives of the 
Pible characters are quietly talked over 
and their examples taken to heart. 

At meetings of the Christian En- 
deavor composed of forty or fifty of 
all ages from ten to ninety people are 
reticent in expressing themselves and 
the benefit of the quiet discussion of 
the Sunday schol is lost. 

The Sunday school, he said, does 
more toward strengthening ‘he «harac- 
ter of a young person than any other 
agent. 

Eugene G. Smith of Wollaston in 
speaking for the Christian Endeavor 
told of its organization and marvel- 
evs growth. 

Started in Portland, Me., by Dr. 
Clark in 1881 it has spread so rapid- 
ly that it now numbers over 70,000 
societies including a large number of 
the ceuntries of the civilized world. 

The individual trained in the Chris- 
tian Endeavor is made to rely on him- 
self and in this way is ‘made more 
efficient for his future duties in the 
*hurch. 

#2) of. the officers of the Sunday 
sehcol, said Mr. Smith, come from the 
Christian Endeavor. It is casily seen 
that members of the Christian En- 
deavor are the ones ‘which are chosen 
to lead. 

Qarl R. Hayward of Quincy said 
one should first grant that both were 
necessary then see which the church 
qould lose ‘with the least: loss of 
efficiency to itself. 

One could see, he said, that the 
Christian Endeavor could be done 
away with much better than the Sun- 
day school. 

The teaching function of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor does not compare with 
that of the Sunday school and its 
benefits are vague. The Sunday 
school covers a wider range of use- 
fulness. 

All of the members of the Christian 
Endeavor come from the Sunday 
school but all of the Sunday school 
scholars do not belong to the Chris- 
tian Endeavor. 

An open discussion from the floor 
closed the debate and Rev. Mr. ‘t- 
wood announced that the judges had 
decided in favor of the affirmative. 

The meeting closed with benedic- 
tion by Rev. Mr. Crathern of South 
Braintree.

Gas Co. but much about the Boston 
Consolidated. They were very much 
different. The Boston Consolidated 
Company was composed of eight com- 
panies and ‘Milton was fortunate in 
being one of these companies. The 
Boston Consolidated has 800 miles of 
mains and sells over four billion feet. 
Phe Quincy company has 55 miles of 
mains and sells 29 million feet. 

Mr. Richrds then took up the his- 
tory of the gas situation in Quincy. 
He spoke of the hearings before the 
Gas Commission in 1906 and what he 
had agreed to do in Quincy. 

The Boston Consolidated Gas Co., 
has not one cent invested in Quincy. 
Continuing Mr. Richards said we have 
lone all we have agreed to and more 
We have expended $379,000 and have 
not paid a dividend and have not paid 
expenses. 

This Council said Mr. Richards may 
Select an auditor to audit the books 
of the Quincy Co. and if my _ state- 
ment is not correct he would person- 
ally contribute $2,500 to any charity 
m Quincy. 

Mr. Richrds said in East Boston 
there was 32 miles of mains, 186 cus- 
tomers per mile and consumes per 
mile 5,398,231 feet. In Quincy there 
are 55 miles of mains, 33 customers 
per mile and the consumption per 
mile is 466,387. 

Quincey ranks 5 in number of miles 
laid to give good service and in con- 
sumption is three times poorer than 
the next company to it. Quincy should 
not be expected to sell as cheap as 
other places where the consumption is 
much greater. As soon as consump- 
tion increases the price will go down. 
At this point Mr. Richards said he did 
not ask to be granted the petition but 
did ask permission to withdraw it. 
His company had no desire to make 
further investment if the company was 
to be received in the same spirit as 
in the immediate past. 

Councilman McDevitt said if the 
figures he had given were not right 
he would resign and do three months 
in jail. 


Several Councilmen asked Presi- 
dent Richards questiens. 
Councilman Richards said. Your 


company has expended $379,000 and 
made no profit up to date and you 
are capable of doing ten times the 
business you are now doing? Presi- 
dent Richards replied yes. 

Councilman Richards then said. It 
seems to me this company has built 
up a good plant at the expense of the 
City of Quincy. It seems to me that 
while you say you have lost $14,000 
the people of Quincy have lost more

More interest seems to be taken 
in the City Council by citizens this 
year than ever before. For several 
years past the regular meetings ot 
the City Council have been but slim- 
jy attended by citizens who ap- 
parently took no interest whatever 
in the doings of this body. This 
year however there has been a 
marked change. There has been no 
meeting of the council that was not 
well attended by citizens. On sev- 
eral nights every seat reserved for 
spectators in the body of the coun- 
cil chambers has been taken as well 
us many seats in the gallery. 

Many of these doubtless came 
from personal interest in some meas- 
ure before the council. There are 
others however who came from idle 
curiosity for it has gone forth that 
the meetings of this administrative 
body are to be interesting. Up to 
date the most of the meetings have 
been interesting. From the experi- 
ence of the last three months it is 
pretty safe to say that no measure 
will be wailroaded through without a 
general understanding of the subject.

One of the important matters act- 
ed upon at last Monday 
meeting of the City Council was the 
passing of the order amending the so- 
called building ordinance. ‘The ori- 
ginal ordinance was passed near the 
end of the year 1906. ‘he matter ol 
such an ordinance had been before 
the Council for several years. Hach 
year the committee having it in 
charge delayed action until late in 
the season and then realizing it was 
too late to complete it, the order 
was willed to the incoming body. 

The committee of 1906 finally draft- 
ed the ordinance and it was passed. 
At that time it was generally under- 
stood that the ordinance was crude 
and defective in several ways but it 
was a beginning and it gave the city 
something in the way of a building 
ordinance, which was sadly needed. 
The original ordinance placed no re- 
strictions whatever on the class of 
buildings that could ibe erected at 
Houghs Neck and as a result many 
of the recent buildings have been no 
credit to that section or to the city. 

The ordinance as amended by the 
order passed ‘Monday night places 
Houghs Neck in the restricted dis- 
trict and will do much toward im- 
proving the class of buildings erected 
there in the future. 

There were also a number of other 
sections in the ordinance that the 
Inspector of Buildings had found it 
advisable to change. 

All of these matters were gone 
over carefully by the Ordinance com- 
mittee with the assistance of the In- 
spector and City Solicitor so that 
while not perfect the amendments do 
much toward perfecting this im- 
portant ordinance. 

The ordinances are all being re- 
Vised this season by the committee. 
This committee is holding meetings 
every week and is putting in a great 
deal of time revising the ordinance 
which at present conflict with each 
other in many instances.

GREAT BRITAIN 
CHANGES POLICY 


Will Not Allow Castro to Land 
at Port of Spain 


LIKELY TO GREATE TROUBLE 


Venezuela's New Government Shows 
That It Fears Dethroned Dictator, 
Who Would Have Been Free to Plot 
Against His Native Country Had He 
Landed in Trinidad—United States 
Especially Concerned 


Port of Spain, Trinidad, April 7. 
At the urgent request of the state de- 
partment at Washington, communi- 


cated to the London foreign office, the}. 


British government has decided not to 
permit Cipriano Castro, former presi- 
dent of Venezuela, to land at Trini- 
dad. 


Castro's Plans 
Paris, April 7.—A dispatch to The 
Journal! from Hasse-Terre, Gaudeloupe, 
says that General Castro, learning 
that he will not be allowed to land at 
Trinidad, has decided to leave the 
ship at Fort De France, Martinique. 


Will Not Let Castro Interfere 

London, April 7.—Great Britain’s 
change from a policy of non-inter- 
ference in the situation that threatens 
in the Caribbean in a decision not to 
allow Cipriano Castro to land at Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, is a friendly act 
to America and the other powers more 
directly interested in Venezuela. 

It did not occur to Great Briatin 
when the continental powers decided 
not to allow the former president of 
Venezuela to land at their West Indian 
ports that he might make use of Brit- 
ish ports as a base in a campaign 
which possibly would end in unsettling 
the present pacific conditions in 
Venezuela. 

As soon as the state department at 
Washington pointed out, however, 
that the dethroned dictator of Venez- 
uela would probably cause trouble, 
the foreign office, after consuitation 
with the law officers of the crown, de- 
cided to take action and instructed 
the officials at Port of Spain to pre- 
vent Castro from landing. 


Cipriano Castro is returning to the 
West Indfes from Europe with the 
avowed purpose of recovering the 
presidency of Venezuela. He left 
France March 26, on board the 
steamer Gaudeloupe. Where he pur- 
poses to land in the West Indies is not 
definitely known. The Gaudeloupe 
is due at Trinidad April 10 and at 
Colon April 15. 

The latest advices from Caracas 
intimated that Juan V. Gomez, the 
present president of Venezuela, con- 
templated resigning in favor of one of 
the vice presidents of the republic. It 
is evident that Venezuela’s new gov- 
ernment is afraid of him. Its vacilla- 
tion in attitude toward him since he 
started on his trip from Europe shows 
that it fears him more than it is will- 
ing to let the world know. 

From a base in Trinidad he would 
have been free to plot against the ex- 
isting government in his own coun- 
try, so long as he refrained from com- 
mitting any overt act. Trinidad is 
next to Jamaica, the largest of Eng- 
land's West India islands. It is near 
enough to the Caribbean to be within 
the circle of the influences which af- 
fect life and politics in that quarter. 

Wherever he lands the sovereign 
power is likely to keep a sharp watch 
on Castro, so that he cannot organ- 
ize any expeditions to Venezuela. But 
there is a limit to the vigilance which 
any country can exert over residents 
within its territory, as we discovered 
not only during the old days of the fili- 
busters against Spain in Cuba, but as 
late as 1897, just previous to the war 
by which Cuba was freed by the inter- 
vention of the United States. 

Holland, France and Venezuela will 
also be interested in Castro’s doings. 
But for various reasons the United 
States will have an especial concern 
in his movements and plottings. 


HAD FORTUNE OF $10,000,000 


Suicide of One of the Quaker City’s 
Most Wealthy Man 
Philadelphia, April 7.—Charles E. 
Ellis, president of the Citizens’ Pas- 
senger Railway company and one of 
the wealthiest men in Philadelphia, 
shot himself at his home in this city. 
He was discovered lying in a pool of 

blood in kis bedroom by his wife. 

Ellis was 74 years of age and had 
been a sufferer from neuralgia and 
rheumatism for some time. His 
wealth was reputed to be about $10,- 
000,000.

Atlanta, April 7.—Charged with at- | 
tempting to blackmail Asa G. Cand- | 
ler, president of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce, banker and reputed to 
be Atlanta's wealthiest citizen, out of 
$35,000 by “Black Hand” methods, |

Emmanuel Exchange Greetings

‘MEETING IN MESSINA HARBOR 


Ruler of Italy Personally Thanks Ex- 
President For Part Americans Took 
In Assisting Earthquake Sufferers— 
Monarch Is Assured That We Only 
Tried to Do Our Duty—Conversa- 
tion on the Trip to Africa 


Messina, April 7.—Theodore Roose- 
velt and King Victor Emmanuel met 
on the Italian battleship Re Umberto 
in Messina harbor. The meeting was 
characterized by the utmost cordial- 
ity, and the king took the occasion 
to express the gratitude of himself 
and the Italian people for the gener- 
ous assistance of the American people 
to the earthquake sufferers. 


KING OF 


ITALY. 
Admiral arrived at 
about 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon and 
was saluted by the Re Umberto, with 
the king on board, which reached here

in the morning. Almost immediately 
Captain Pfister, the former Italian 
military attache at Washington and 
now aide to Admiral Mirabello, was 
taken to the Admiral in a launch, and 
inquired for Roosevelt. To him he 
said the king sent his compliments, 
and would have great pleasure in re- 
ceiving the former President of the 
United States. 

Mr. Roosevelt's face lit up with a 
pleased smile, and, accompanied by 
Kermit and Ambassador Griscom, he 
proceeded at once to the battleship. 
The king met the party at the head of 
the gangway and he greeted the ex- 
president effusively, shaking him 
warmly by the hand. He did not 
wish, he said, to allow the opportun- 
ity to pass of making the personal ac- 
quaintance of so distinguished a man. 
Above all, he wanted personally to 
thank the ex-president for the help 
extended by America at the time of 
the earthquake. 

Mr. Roosevelt replied, thanking the 
sovereign for the compliment paid 
him in inviting him to come aboard 
the Re Umberta. He said that the 
American people did not wish thanks 
for what they had done, as they had 
merely tried to do their duty, and 
knew no better way to confront the 
immense need than by their work and 
contributions. 

The conversation then turned to the 
hunting trip to Africa, the king say- 
ing that his tastes also ran in that 
direction. He mentioned the expe- 
dition of the Count of Turin in Africa 
and, similarly with the Duke of Aosta, 
expressed the hope that Roosevelt 
would meet the count there. After 
more than half an hour’s conversation, 
the king accompanied his guest ashore, 
where a photograph was made of a 
group consisting of the king, ex- 
president, Kermit and the American 
ambassador. 

At the close of the interview Roose- 
velt went ashore and inspected the 
ruins of the city, the desolation of 
which moved him strongly. He then 
boarded the steamer Admiral, which, 
just at sunset, hoisted her anchors 
and proceeded on her way to Mom- 
basa. 


Suspicious of German Balloons 

Paris, April 7.—As a result of the 
frequent landing of German balloons 
in France the government has decided 
to collect in the future a duty of $120 
on every balloon of the average size 
coming down in French territory. The 
aeronauts will be held, pending a 
satisfactory explanation of their pres- 
ence.

TRIPLE LAUNCH 
AT FORE RIVER 


‘Lively Discussion on Matters of Mrs. Child and  Assistants| Three Submarines Sent  Over- 


board this Noon 


A triple launching took place at 
the Fore River shipyard this noon, 
when three Holland submarine boats, 
built for the United States navy, took 
their maiden dip in the waters of the 
Fore River. The boats launched were 
the Tarpon, Stringray and Narwhal, 
and they took the water in the order 
named, 

The first-named boat went off at 
11.45, the second followed fifteen 
minutes later at high noon, and the 
third was christened at 12.15. The 
sponsor for the Stringray was Miss 
Elizabeth Stevens, daughter of Asst. 
Naval Constructor W. B. Ferguson, 
stationed at the Fore River works. 
Miss Katherine E. Theiss christened 
the Tarpon. Miss Theiss is the daugh- 
ter of Capt. Emil Theiss, inspector of 
machinery at the yard. 

The bottle of champagne was 
broken over the ‘bow of the Narwhal 
by Mrs. G. C. Davison, wife of Vice 
President G. C. Davison of the Electric 
Boat Company stationed at Quincy. 

Unlike the usual launching at the 
yard, those of today were strictly in- 
formal, being witnessed only by of- 
ficers of the company and friends of 
the sponsors. 

The Stringray and Tarpon are each 
105 feet in length and are practical- 
ly duplicates of the Octopus, which is 
known all over the world for the 
wonderful records it has made. The 
Narwhal is longer than its two sister 
ships, being 135 feet overall. All 
three boats are of the Holland type.

{MUFFLING OF 
MOTOR BOATS 


Recent Law Provides a Fine 
For Not so Doing 


—e 


Owners of motor and power boats 
will be interested in a recent act of 
the legislature approved ‘by the 
Governor April 1. This act is in re- 
lation to the use of mufflers. 

The first section of the 
reads. 

“It shall be unlawful to use a boat 
propelled, in whole or in part, by gas, 
gasoline or naphtha, unless same is 
provided with an underwater exhaust 
or a muffler, so constructed and used 
as to muffle in a reasonable manner 
the noise of the explosion.” 

Section two of the law provides for 
a fine of not more than $25 for any 
violation of the law. 

This means that the hundreds of 
power crafts in Quincy waters must 
see to it that their exhaust is under- 
Water or that it is muffled, and the 
familiar noise made by this type of 
craft will be no more. 

Another recent law of interest to 
the general public is in regard to 
flags on school buildings. Under the 
revised laws it was provided that the 
school committee may provide a 
United States flag for the school 
buildings. The law as amended 
makes mandatory for the School 
Committee to provide a flag not less 
than four feet in length which shall 
be displayed on the school building 
every day, when the weather permits, 
and on the inside of the building on 
other school days.

Removed From Venezuela

Return Would Mean Reign of Terror 


Washington, April 9.—The efforts 
of the American government to keep 
former President Castro out of Venez- 
uela and away from the nearby main- 
land and islands have every indica- 
tion of being crowned with success. 

Most of the powers having posses- 
sions in that part of the world have 
indicated to the state department that 
Castro’s presence is not wanted with- 
ing their boundaries and that they are 
willing to acquiesce in the desire of 
the United States that hs be far re- 
moved from the scene of his former 
prestige. 

Notwithstanding Castro’s deposition 
as president he has still a great many 
warm adherents in his native country, 
and it is realized here that his return 
‘might be made the occasion of a 
demonstration resulting in the re-es- 
tablishment of unsettled conditions. 

This government feels that Castro 
ought not be allowed to return to 
Venezuela, or to be permitted to make 
his headquarters at any of the sur- 
rounding ports. 


France to Expel Castro 

Paris, April 9.—The French gov- 
ernment has decided to expel Cipriano 
Castro from the French Island of Mar- 
tinique in the West Indies on the 
ground that his presence there is like- 
ly to forment a revolution in Venez, 
uela. 

This decision followed consideration 
of a cablegram from M. Jusserand, 
the French ambassador at Washing- 
ton, giving an account of the confer- 
ence with Secretary of State Knox. 

It is presumed here that the govern- 
ment of the United States, which in- 
itiated the exchanges with foreign 
governments to prevent Castro from 
establishing headquarters close to the 
Venezuelan coast, will prevent him 
making his way to the mainland on a 
sailing vessel. 

This course will leave Castro the al- 
ternative of taking refuge on one of 
the Danish West India islands or re- 
turning to Europe. 

“The present situation in Venezuela 
is critical; Cipriano Castro has many 
partisans in high places, even among 
the men recently appointed to office, 
and all are secretly anxious that he 
return to Caracas,” is the opinion of 
the correspondent in Venezuela of The 
Siecle, as set forth in a dispatch from 
Caracas published by that paper. 

The correspondent continues: “Pub- 
lic opinion is hostile to Castro but the 
Gomez government is the object of 
a bitter campaign by the leaders of 
the old parties suppressed by Castro 
ten years ago.” In conclusion, the 
correspondent says that unless the 
various factions sink their differences, 
Castro will profit, or anarchy will 
supervene. He is of the opinion that 
intervention by the United States is 
the only solution of the difficulty. 


Dutch Warships on Guard 

The Hague, April 9.—The newspa- 
pers here urge the Netherlands gov- 
ernment to keep a strong flotilla in the 
vicinity of Curacao for the present, in 
view of possible activities by Castro 
or his friends. The Dutch warships 
Gelderland, Friesland and DeRuijter 
are now in those waters. 


PRIZE MULE’S NEW HOME 


Honor of Winning Major Minnemascot 
Falls to Esmerelda County 

Lincoln, Neb., April 9.—Announce- 
ment was made at the office of W. J. 
Bryan that Esmerala county, Nev., 
having made the greatest Democratic 
gain in the election last November, 
has been awarded the prize mule. 

The mule, Major Minnemascot, was 
presented to Bryan during the cam- 
paign by Minnesota admirers and 
Bryan offered it as a prize to the 
county making the greatest Demo- 
cratic gains. 


MANY COWS CONDEMNED 


Result of Cincinnati’s Campaign For 
Pure Milk 

Cincinnati, April 9.—It has de- 
veloped that 250 milch cows infected 
with tuberculosis have been found in 
one herd of 600 that furnishes part of 
the milk supply to Cincinnati. 

The cows have been condemned. 
The campaign for pure milk has re- 
sulted in the arrest of several milk 
dealers.

Final returns from the Massachu- 
setts towns that were required to vote 
under the playground referendum 
show that forty towns and cities in 
the commonwealth have decided 
favor of public playgrounds and recre- 
ation centres . Three towns that vot- 
ed Monday yielded this result: Adams, 
yes 623, no 571; Southbridge, yes 
1,135, no 310; Webster yes 646, no 353. 
The total vote of all the communities 
that have acted on this question is 

154,495 in favor and 33,886 against. 
In addition to the towns and cities 


required by the law to take official ac-! 


tion, tocal movements for playgrounds 
have been started in several of the 
smaller towns, including: Holliston, 
Winthrop, Sherborn, Lexington and 
Ware. In the latter town land has 
been presented and accepted.

MANCHESTER'S 
GREAT BLAZE 


Large Tenement House Section 
Licked Up by Flames 


[FIFTY BUILDINGS DESTROYED 


Bix Hundred Persons, Mostly Greeks 
Employed In Factories, Are Ren- 
dered Homeless—Aid From Other 
Cities Prevents Disaster From Be- 
coming More Serlous—Militia Aids 


In Quelling Panic Among People 


Manchester, N. H., April 8.—The 
tenement house district just to the 
south of the business section of the 
city came near being wiped out by a 
fire which was stopped with the com- 
bined help of apparatus from six other 
cities after it had destroyed about 
fifty tenement buildings, sent 600 
men, women and children, mostly 
Greeks, homeless into the world, and 
caused a property loss of about $150, - 
000. 

Starting in a tenement which was 
practi¢ally vacant, through nearly 
every man, woman and child being at 
work in nearby shoe shops, it was 
driven by a fierce westerly gale 
through two city squares. 

There were many smaller fires out- 
side the main area, but they were 
not only put out, but the entire dis- 
trict to the leeward of the fire for 
some distance was thoroughly wet 
down by the out of town firemen and 
the city saved from so extensive a loss 
as that which prevailed at Chelsea, 
Mass., under almost similar condi- 
tions a year ago. 

The fire broke out a few minutes 
after 11 a. m., and within the next 
hour had become so threatening that 
help was summoned from Concord and 
Nashua, and later from Rochester, 
Dover, Portsmouth and Lowell, Mass. 

In the meantime the gale drove the 
flames steadily eastward, but the fire- 
men were assisted by the fact that on 
the north side of the fire there was a 
park, while on the south side there 
was a large cemetery. 

It was into these two open spaces 
that the terrified inhabitants of nearly 
four score tenement houses dragged 
their belongings and heaped them in 
a great mass. Many, however, were 
not so fortun®e, for being in the 
mills, they were unable to reach the 
scene until their homes were well in 
the grasp of the fire. 

The spectacle of their homes being 
rapidly devoured by the fire threw 
the entire district into a panic, and 
go great was the confusion that Mayor 
Reed was forced to call upon the 
militia to assist in policing the dis- 
trict. Five companies of the New 
Hampshire National Guard turned out 
and cleared a large place so that the 
firemen could work unhindered. 


Many Fires In the Bay State 

Boston, April 9.—Fires in half a 
dozen places in this state Thursday 
destroyed many buildings, but no 
fatalities occurred at any point. 

In the village of Cliftondale, in 
the town of Saugus, ten dwellings 
were destroyed, together with several 
abandoned barns and outbuildings on 
the old Saugus race track property. 
The loss in Cliftondale was $40,000. 

@almer was threatened with a simi- 
lar blaze. Fire destroyed a stable in 
the rear of the Converse House and 
damaged several other buildings. The 
loss was $15,000. 

On Cape Cod several dwellings were 
burned in the vicinity of Harwich and 
South Yarmouth. Forest fires were re- 
sponsible for these losses, which ag- 
gregate about $8000. 

Chelsea experienced a scare during 
the height of a gale. The Boston 
Whiting company’s factory was burned 
and several buildings damaged, en- 
tailing a loss of $10,000. 

In North Cambridge, Humphrey 
Sullivan’s slaughter house was de- 
stroyed. At one time ten other build- 
ings were ignited, but all were saved. 
The loss is $10,000. 

Minor fires occurred in Dorchester, 
Newton, Malden and other places. 


24 PERCENT PROFIT

The problem of laying the dust in 
the public streets is one that is de- 
manding the attention of all officials 
having streets in charge. The high 
winds that have prevailed during the 
past few weeks have raised clouds ot 
dust filled with germs of all kinds that 
have been blown about in great 
clouds. Those persons who have been 
on the streets have had their 
nose and ears filled and it has also 
crept into houses ruining furniture. 
In fact it has been very disagreeable. 

Aside from this it’ will probably 
cost the city many good hard dollars 
to replace the surface of streets that 
have been blown away. 

Up to the present year Quincy has 
done nothing in the line of oiling its 
streets, the most that has been done 
being to water certain streets during 
the summer months. 

During the past few days however 
Commissioner Bainbridge has been 
doing some evperimenting in City 
Square. 

The streets here have been given a 
coating of a dust preventative prepa- 
ration. While the odor that arises 
from this is not pleasant at first, it 
soon passes off and the dust is laid 
permanently. 

In the past it has been the custom 
for the city to appropriate a certain 
sum of money for watering the 
streets and under the law one half of 
this is assessed upon abutters of the 
streets so watered. 

Under the present law the city 
assess the abutters for oiling the 
streets. There is an amendment to 
the law pending in the legislature 
however which if it passes will per- 
fhit the city to assess abutters for oil- 
ing the same as for watering. 

The appropriation of $7,000 provid- 
ed for in the annual budget will not 
permit the adding of any more streets 
than was mentioned in the schedule 
last year. The street watering order 
as reported however contains several 
additional streets which will prob- 


can 


ably have to be stricken out of tthe 
order. 
Commissioner Bainbridge has said 


however that if permitted to use oil 

all of the streets mentioned can prob- 

ably be taken care of.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The recent fires in Cliftondale, in 
Chelsea, and in Manchester, N. H., 
point to a peril which is not absent 
from any of our New England cities 
where the concentration of population 
has overpassed the old methods of 
housing. 

To accommodate the increase these 
cities have expanded on a perilous sys- 
tem. Wooden shacks, closely crowded, 
have taken the place of buildings 
which, while wooden also, have been 
widely separated and in so much pro- 
tected against the contagion of fire. 

It is in such quarters, notoriously 
in Chelsea, that the fire peril has 
awakened and become destructive. It 
would seem that the recent awful ex- 
perience of that city should have led 
to precautions in this regard. So long! 
as a fire nect existed, a repetition of 
the holocaust was possible. 

And not more seriously than in 
Chelsea is the warning canveyed 
against the congestion of wooden 
buildings, occupied as residences, in 
any municipality. 

This menace should be averted. The 
recent gale unquestionably spread the 
disaster in the cities and towns af- 
fected. But whether the wind blows 
high or blows low, there should be 
provision against the propagation of 
the spark which endangers the entire 
community.—Boston Post.

investigation has begun under the di- 
rection of the state police of the fire 


which cost six human lives, rendered | 


ten families homeless and destitute, 
and swept away property worth about 
$250,000 in the business centre of the 
town on Sunday. 

Chairman Ferguson of the board of 
selectmen talked over the telephone 
with Chief Whitney of the state police 
in Boston and as a result Thomas E. 
Bleigh, a state policeman, arrived 
here last night. sleigh will conduct 
a thorough inquiry into the cause of 
the fire and the death of the victims. 
He will be assisted by Mr. Pope of 
North Adams, inspector of buildings 
for this district, and evidence will be 
taken in regard to the fatal doorway 
in the Clifford block, where the ex- 
plosion occurred. This doorway, 
which communicated with the apart- 
ments upstairs, opened inward and 
formed a veritable trap, behind which 
three women who tried vainly to open 
{it lost their lives. 

The cause of the explosion which 
wrecked the building is still believed 
to be a barrel of turpentine which was 
in the basement. The firm of James 
Clifford's Sons, owners of the hard- 
ware store, which occupied the first 
floor and the basement, say that the 
dynamite in their possession was 
stored beyond the area occupied by 
tenants, that is, that it was in an an- 
nex, outside of the building proper. 
They say that probably not more than 
ten or twelve pounds of dynamite was 
in the structure. In the store was 
forty pounds of black powder and also 
some percussion caps used in explod- 
ing dynamite. 

A committee to solicit funds for the 
homeless and destitute has been ap- 
pointed by the authorities. 

The bodies of two of the six vic- 
tims of the fire, Miss Isabel Cook and 
Miss Mary F. Sparks, still remain in 
the smoking debris of the Clifford 
building. 

A committee was appointed at a 
meeting of the fire district to consider 
the matter of better fire protection 
for Lenox. A petition for the abol- 
ishment of the Lenox fire district and 
the organization of a new district to 
include the whole of the town of 
Lenox was introduced in the house of 
representatives in Boston by Repre- 
sentative Titus of Tyringham.

The Chinese, who are tremendous gam- 
blers, often lose fortunes over crickets, 
as American millionaires lose fortunes 
over race horses. A good cricket fight 
will last half an hour. The opposing 
trickets, each in a tube like a box stall, 
are dropped into a ring with a wall 
around it about six inches high. A 
tombatant to win must throw his ri- 
tal over this wall clean out of the ring. 
Tiny bells are rung by the seconds. 
These bells have a peculiar timbre and 
excite the crickets to a very frenzy of 
fighting. A cricket with a good record 
will sell for $5 or $10, while champions 
often fetch $50.—New Orleans Times-

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


The American custom of building 
expensive houses of wood, when the 
owners could afford to use _ stone, 
bricks and iron, ought to be set aside, 
and structures that can withstand fire 
substituted for wood construction. 
Every large city and town has suf- 
fered from the wooden building cus- 
tom, and they will continue to suffer 
until lumber becomes as scarce as it 
is in foreign countries, when we shail 
be driven to build with fire resisting 
material. It requires several centur- 
ies from the forest dwelling period be- 
fore a people will realize that safety 
dwells in solid structures, rather than 
in houses built of lumber. The plan 
that used to prevail in factory towns 
of building blocks of wooden tene- 
ments was proven unwise, recently in 
Manchester, N. H., as it has been be- 
fore in other localities where employ- 
ees were to be provided for by the cor- 
poration. Manchester learned the les- 
son at a heavy price, and how the mil] 
owners will profit by it remains to be 
seen. In countries where earthquakes 
are common, the people learned the 
lesson generations ago, and the people 
of th present day should not waii for 
disaster to drive them to the use of 
material that will resist the trembling 
of the earth’s crust and prevent the 
spread of fire. The use of concrete 
is coming into popular favor, and thus 
a new material is added to the list of 
the non-destructive list. No public 
building of any size should be con- 
Structed of wood, and we hope to see 
the time when all structures owned by 
the city, large or small, shali be built 
of indestructable material.—Lynn Item.

STEAMS GO! NAUTICAL MILES 


Salem Comes Next With 589 Miles In 
Twenty-Four-Hour Run—Both Fit- 
ted With Turbines, While Birming- 
ham, With Reciprocating Type of 
Engine, Is Forced to Drop Out Be- 
cause of Accident 


New York, April 14.—The scout 
cruiser squadron, consisting of the 


Chester, Salem and Birmingham, are 
anchored off Tompkinsville, S. I., the 
two former ships having completed a 
twenty-four full-speed test in which 
the Chester came out the victor. 

The Birmingham was forced to drop 
out of the race because of a derange- 
ment of machinery. The accident was 
a blow to the adherents of the recip- 
rocating styles of engine with which 
this vessel was fitted, while the fact 
that the Chester and Salem completed 
the race is looked upon as a signal 
victory for the advocates of turbines 
which drive these cruisers. 

The Salem, it is stated, also had 
trouble with her engines, but it was 
not of a sufficiently serious nature 
to compe! her to abandon the race. 

From an unofficial source it was 
learned that a steam pipe aboard the 
Birmingham, leading from the boilers 
to the forward engine, blew out late 
Monday and five cylinders were dam- 
aged. It was also evident that the 
trouble extended to the forward bat- 
tery of boilers, for almost as soon 4s 
the cruiser anchored her crew started 
to work unshipping the forward 
smokestack, which was discolored 
from burns. 

Captain Howard said the 
briefly, was that the forward 
was badly damaged. He made 
under one engine. He said that he 
could have kept at sea for an in- 
definite time had it been necessary 
and that the cruiser was at all times 
serviceable.

At the meeting of the Wollaston 
Unitarian club on Tuesday evening, 
Arthur A. Ballentine of Gaston, Snow

As last night was the first time any 
official public utterances have been 
made regarding this most interesting 
movement the club was extremely

The “committee of 1915” aims t 
move on a broader plane still and to 
combine these bodies for the good of 
all. 


What the movement aims to do is to 
co-ordinate all these different lines of 
interests and set them working har- 
moniously and in unison. 

It aims to avoid the recognition of 
the identity of any one and to 
work more on a general plan for the 
good of the whole. 

The object of the committee, said 
Mr. Ballentine is to outline various 
courses of action and to find the best 
policy for developing different 
lines of improvement. 

While the committee has agreed up- 
on no definite policy in regard to the 
proposed changes to the charter, those 
at the head of the movement agree 
that something must first be done to 
make Boston a more efficient political 
machine. 

The present system, he said, doesn’t 
respond to pressure as one can readi- 
ly see after the investigations of the 
finance committee. 

It is che intention of the “committee 
of 1915,” he said. to vest more power 
in the mayor, do away with the pres- 
ent common council having instead a 
smaller body under the direction of a 
permanent finance committee and ad- 
minister the affairs of Boston as a 
business enterprise. 

He emphasized the concrete good of 
proper nrachinery for the administra- 
tion of municipal affairs which would 
bring about positive benefits by in- 
creased enjoyment of business pros- 
perity and help secure desired de- 
velopment of the city. 

But, said Mr. Ballentine, the politi- 
eal field is but one of the interests of 
the committee which has a much 
broad field aiming to cover all lines 
of improvement. 

It is interested in the public health 
and sanitary conditions and will en- 
deavor to apply the results of scienti- 
fic investigation and research which 
will save and husband the human re- 
sources of the city. 

The committee will attempt, he said, 
to solve the present transportation 
problems and is in a good way to do 
having Brandeis, Tuttle and other 
Sane railroad men to rely on. 

At present, said Mr. Ballentine 
there is a feeling of antagonism be- 
tween the people who use the cars and 
the various transportation companies. 

It will be the object of the commit- 
tee to bring about good feeling and a 
better understanding ‘between these 
two very important factors.

It is to the interest of a railroad nol 
to antagonize the people for it is only 
a success when it gives the public the 
service it wants. 

It is no easy matter to bring to- 
gether these opposing factions but it 
rests more with a committee of this 
kind than with any commission which 
might be appointed. 

The committee will endeavor to 
make Boston in every way an attrac- 
tive place to live in, and will aim to 
increase its physical development al- 
though Boston has made enormous 
progress in the development of parks 
and the like. 

The committee plans to develop a 
broad intelligence on a practical basis 
and will not work simply at the top 
but will secure the co-operation of 
local organizations. 

It will establish neighborhood cen- 
tres as a basis for the work of the 
committee.

Mr. Ballentine spoke of the Sunday 
evening lectures which have taken 
place in Ford hall the past winter. 

It is the intention of the committee 
he said, to extend this sort of thing to 
other centres and use them as a 
nucleus to extend the advantages of 
the whole plan. 

The committee, he said, aims to ex- 
tend technical and trade schools in or- 
der that the community may be more 
generally trained in the skilled enter- 
prises of the city. 

The question of means, and the ex- 
planation of the exact manner in 
which all these improvements may be 
brought about is a hard one at the 
present stage and many difficulties 
may be suggested and many difficult 
questions asked. 

The only hope of success is in the 
working out of suggestions from the 
people which are greatly needed at 
this stage. 

It would be unfortunate if the com- 
mittee did have definite plans as they, 
however good they were, would be 
sure to stir up opposition and this is 
one thing in particular it wishes to 
avoid. 

The committee hopes to finally 
agree up:n a plan, which will meet 
with the widest possible ge-era' sup- 
port. 

Mr. Fallentine sy>ke of the present 
railroad conditions and said that Bos- 
ton should be sure of its connections 
with the rest of the country.

Fires broke out so frequently in 
various spots in the northeastern part 
of the city that companies could not 
be dispatched to all of them. Volun- 
teer brigades were formed and 
answered many of the calls, armed 
with garden hose or chemical appara- 
tus. 

While the Palmer fire was at its 
height-the sparks were carried to the 
First Reformed Church of America, a 
mile distant. Little attention was 
paid to the new fire at first, only one 
company being sent to the scene from 
the Main street conflagration. Soon 
the entire district was a scene of con- 
fusion and calls for additional aid 
were hurried in. Three different 
streets in the neighborhood were dot- 
ted with flames, and Chief Little, af- 
ter a conference with the fire under- 
writers, decided to appeal to Buffalo 
and Syracuse for aid. 

Rochester is terror-stricken. To- 
day’s fires are a culmination of an 
uninterrupted series of fires lasting 
for weeks, many of which have been 
charged to incendiarism.

Gotch Pins Mahmout to the Mat 


In Straight Falls 


Minutes In Actual Action 


Chicago, April 15.—Frank Gotch of 
Humboldt, Iowa, last night retained 
the world’s wrestling championship by 


defeating Yussif Mahmout of Bul- 


garia in straight falls in a fast and 
furious match. The Bulgarian was a

Gotch won both falls with crotch 
and half-Nelson holds in eight min- 
utes and in nine minutes, ten sec- 
onds. The victory of the champion 
is all the more notable, inasmuch as 
he did not use his famous toe hold in 
bringing about the downfall vf the 
powerful foreigner, whose shoulders 
had not hitherto been put to the mat 
in America. Gotch was able to get 
almost any hold he desired. 

After a conference lasting most of 
the day over Mahmout’s determination 
to enter the ring in his bare feet, de- 
spite Gotch’s assertion that this would 
lessen his chances of obtaining the 
toe hold, the dispute was settled by 
Mahmout’s proposing to forfeit $500 
of his end of the purse to Gotch and 
to enter the ring in his bare feet. 
Rather than call off the match Gotch 
agreed to Mahmout’s proposal, al- 
though he contended that the rules 
called for shod feet. 

By 9:30 every seat was filled by 
12,000 persons. Hundreds were 
standing or clinging to girders. The 
aggregate receipts amounted to $35,- 
000. 

The wrestling began at 11 o'clock. 
For the first three minutes the two 
men rolled about the ring without 
either getting a hold. Finally Gotch 
got a hold on Mahmout’s left leg and 
threw him to the mat. The American 
champion was after the foreigner like 
& wildcat and the Hungarian respond- 
ed with every ounce of his strength, 
but could not break Gotch’s hold. 
Mahmout bridged and used every arti- 
fice, but Gotch gradually forced his 
opponent’s shoulders to the mat. 

Gotch and Mahmout started the 
second fall at 11:29. After a minute 
of fiddling in the middle of the ring, 
the men mixed and Mahmout put 
Gotch down on the mat. After some 
sharp work Gotch wriggled out of the 
Turk’s hold and assumed the aggres- 
sive. Gotch tried repeatedly for the 
deadly toe-hold, but Mahmout fought 
harder thah before and the American 
Was.unable to get the bare foot. Gotch 
obtained a barlock on Mahmout, but 
the men wriggled off the mat. 

Referee Smith called them to the 
center of the ring. Mahmout allowed 
Gotch his old hold. Gotch soon got 
a crotch and half-Nelson, but Mah- 
mout wriggled out. The struggle 
waxed fast and furious, with Mahmout 
on the defensive all the time. Gotch 
then got the same hold that won the 
first fall for him, a crotch and half- 
Nelson. Mahmout, realizing the 
danger, fought hard to break the hold, 
but it was of no avail. Despite the 
Turk’s immense strength and ability, 
he was pinned to the mat for the final 
fall in nine minutes ten seconds. 

It was a magnificent test of strength 
between two great exponents of 
wrestling, but the champion finally 
secured a crotch and half-Nelson hold 
and Referee Smith gave him the fall 
in eight minutes. Mahmout’s should- 
ers were pinned to the mat for the 
second time since he has been in this 
country.

Officials of the porte have 
received telegrams from these sec- 
tions, demanding the re-establishment 
of the statis quo ante, failing which 
the committee leaders threaten to 
march on Constantinople with the en- 
tire Third army corps, whose officers 
aic now in command of the Second 
army co'ys, with a view to co-opera- 
ticn. 

The latte’ corps, however, recently 
Opposed the committee. The impres- 
sion yp’ evails here that the Third army 
corps is ignorant of the real object 
of Tesday’s rising, and may depart 
from its waritke intentions when it 
realizes that the parliament and the 
constitution lave been maintained.

Taft Suggests Tariff Revision 
For the Phitippines 


Washington, April 16.—President 
Taft sent his second special message 
to congress Thursday. In two ways 
it was like the first in that it was a 
model of brevity and that it was on 
the subject of the tariff. A revision 
of the Philippines tariff so as to per- 
mit as much revenue as_ possible, 
while extending sufficient protection 
to the islands’ industries, was recom- 
mended.

KILMER’S RESOLUTION 
It. Provides For Naming Our Army 
Regiments After War Heroes 
New York, April 16.—At tonight's 
encampment of Lafayette post, No. 140, 
Grand Army of the Republic, one of 
the largest posts in the organization, 
a resolution of interest to all patriotic 
Americans and students of American 
history will be offered by Captain 
George L. Kilmer, a well known vet- 
eran and writer on war topics. 
Captain Kilmer believes that the 
custom of naming forts and vessels of 
a certain class in the navy after sol- 
diers and sailors distinguished in the 
service of the country could be follow- 
ed with advantage in the army. His 
resolution declares that “as a stimu- 
lus to patriotic thought and feeling and 
for the purpose of perpetuating the 
memory of the many heroes of the 
republic every regiment, battery or 
corps having permanent organization 
in the army should bear, in addition 
to its numerical designation, the name 
of a soldier of meritorious record in 
war.” As a beginning it is recommend- 
ed that the Ninth infantry be known 
as the “Stannard regiment” in honor of 
General George J. Stannard, who 
commanded the brigade which re- 
pulsed Pickett’s charge at Gettysburg. 
Captain Kilmer’s resolution has 
been approved by several well known 
veterans of the cival war, and La- 
fayette post is expected to recom- 
mend the matter to the military 
authorities. Several regiments of the 
British bear the names of heroes of 
that service.

PRIGES TAKE AGREAT TUMBLE 


Purchases of “Wheat King” and Im- 
mediate Associates Within the Last 
Fifteen Minutes of Trading In Chi- 

Three Million 

Bushels—Hoard of Many a Small

Speculator Disappears 


Chicago, April 16.—‘*Wheat King” 
Patten put up a fight for life during 
fifteen minutes of fortune wrecking in 
“the pit” Thursday afternoon. Several 
times Patten was standing in the very 
shadow of defeat. Each time he 
bought more July. 

The fight will be renewed today and 
it is rumored that Patten has been so 
weakened by his losses of Thursday 
that he may go down with a crash. 

It had been a calm day on the board 
of trade, and the stuff that makes 
bread had kept up its docile advance 
to a new high level. Then it sud- 
denly dropped an extreme 4% cents. 

Panic followed. “Fortunes” of 
small speculators were swept away in 
a few seconds. It was only Patten’s 
exertions that saved his bull friends 
from utter rout. Within the last fif- 
teen minutes of trading Patten bought 
3,000,000 bushels of wheat for July 
delivery. 

The white he chewed the stub of a 
cigar and ran his fingers reflectively 
through his unshaven gray stubble 
which there had been no time to re- 
move from his face. A _ carnation 
adorned his coat lapel, but there was 
a layer of Chicago dust on his coat and 


t hat. 


“Nothing but a flurry,” he said, but 


er,’ that was after the turbulent pit had 


been deserted for the day. 
During the final quarter of an hour 
he was a very busy man. Into the

Far from the maddening strife on 
the board, in hundreds of bakeries 
there was a different, although relat- 
ed, scene. Flour had risen and the 
bakers were trying to find out where 
their profits were coming from unless 
the price of bread could be raised. 

According to one of the largest 
bakers in the city, the price of flour 
has doubled in the last six years; lard 
has done likewise; milk has advanced 
33 1-3 percent; delivery charges have 
doubled, and yet the price of bread 
remains the same. Three years ago, 
when flour prices were on a rampage, 
many bakers saved their profits by re- 
ducing the weight of their loaves, and 
the quality of flour used. 

But it is said there is no further ex- 
treme of economy to which they can 
go, and meanwhile they allege that 
their net earnings are nil. So far, 
however, no concerted action has been 
taken with regard to the situation. 


$2 Rise In Flour In Minnesota 

Minneapolis, April 16.—The sus- 
tained bull market in wheat has re- 
sulted in the boosting of the price of 
flour in Minneapolis until first patents 
now sell at from $6 to $6.20 a bar- 
rel, or about $2 a barrel more than 
prices long prevailing here. 


Wealthy Man Dies Suddenly 

Pittsfield, Mass., April 16.—George 
W. Burbank, a wealthy retired build- 
er and contractor and owner of large 
real estate interests in this city, who 
is said to have erected more buildings 
in Pittsfield than any other man, died 
suddenly at his home. He was 72 
years of age.

NEW DESTROYER LAUNCHED 


The Smith Will Be the Fastest Boat In 
United States Navy 

Philadelphia, April 20.—A 
vessel, which will be, when she is 
completed, the fastest ship in the 
United States navy, was launched 
here today. She is the torpedo boat 
destroyer Smith, first of a new 
type. She is expected to have great- 
er speed and a wider steaming radius 
than any other destroyer on the naval 
list. 

The Smith is named after Lieuten- 
ant Joseph B. Smith, who was in 
command of the warship Congress 
when that vessel was sunk in Hamp- 
ton Roads by the Confederate ironclad 
Virginia, March 8, 1862. Lieutenant

Machinists, learn to 
operate drills, planers, grinders 
lathes, boring mills, ete., and may 
specialize in laying out, setting up, 
fitting and bench work. Outside Ma- 
chinists, learn to operate drills, plan- 
ers, grinders, latheg, Iboring mills, 
ete., as the shop machinists do, and 
may specialize in erecting and in- 
stalling engines and auxiliary ma- 

chinery, either of these machinists 
trades may include some mechanical 
ting. Pipe Coverers, including fit- 
of insulation, canvas coverings, 
ete. Anglesmiths, shaping 
angleiron in all sorts of different 
forms to fit the structure of the ships. 
Shipfitters, are taught the making of 
marking, punching, erect- 
ing, lining off on ships, laying out 
work in the mold loft, ete. Riveters, 
learn heating, passing, sorting, and 
handling rivets, also hand and ma- 
chine work. Chippers and calkers, 
chipping, cutting and calking on va- 
rious parts of the ships. Sheet iron 
workers, making all sorts of shapes

templates, 


out of sheet iron, laying out work, 
drawing, etc. 
This makes 16 trades in all, each 


being distinct from all others, which 
gives the boy an opportunity to choose 
the trade that most appeals to him. 
We have a regular school room in the 
yard, where all the first year boys 
attend class four hours each week, 
during working hours. The boys are 


taken, a few at a time and taught to 
apply the mathematics and drawing 
that they have learned in the public 


schools. The practical problems are 
generally fairly complicated, so for a 
boy to get the most out of his ap- 
prenticeship it is necessary to have 
a good mathematical training. 

The class room work is made very 
interesting because both the drawing 
and mathematics refer directfy to the 
work that the boy is doing in the 
shop.

anxious to secure 
services of boys who shave had 
high school course and in mos: 
can make special inducements 
for high school graduates who in- 
tend learning a trade. A boy must 
not less than 16 years old and in 
most cases not more than 17 years. 
He must come to us well recommended 
and must be bright as well as physi- 
cally able to do work in hand. 

There are 165 apprentices at pres- 
ent in the various trades, some of 
them high school graduates, but the 
majority have had to leave in their 
homore year. We find it is a 
advantage to a ‘boy to grad- 
possible before choosing his 
life career. 

We are just beginning to develop 
the social side of the system this 
spring. We have organized a base 
ball team among the boys. They 
have good suits, shoes, and all the 
paraphermalia that (the: game calls 
for, and we all hope they will have 
a good record. The boys intend hold- 
ing a track meet, and this fall some 
sort of an apprentice social club will 
be organized. 

Thus I have tried to show you 
the growing importance of industrial 
education and the relation modern 
apprenticeship system bears to it. 
Many of you boys are just entering 
high school while some are about to 
leave. To the former I would advise 
good earnest endeavor both in the 
class room and on the athletic field. 
In my opinion it requires all the en- 
ergy you have in both lines in order 
to succeed in after life. To the boy 
leaving school, consider your mext 
step well before taking it. There are 
great possibilities in most vocations, 
but probably the greatest field for a 
boy with mechanical ability is to have 
some trade as a stepping stone. Re- 
member nearly all the foremost men 
in mechanical pursuits, both in this 
country and abroad, have had to 
master a trade as a means to the end.

EDUCATION NEEDED. 


The National Association declares 
that consumption will never be wiped 
out until the prevalent ignorance con- 
cerning this disease Is overcome.

You see, the custom of 
scalping has fallen into disuse. There 
was a time when every man of the 
Kickapoo nation could give an excel- 
lent off-hand talk on the subject, and 
not go outside of his own experience 
for instances to support his views.

WILL RE-ENTER | 
ROPED ARENA 


Jeffries Declares His Willing- 
ness to Fight Johnson 


MAKES SEVERAL CONDITIONS 


Black Giant Must First Defeat Ketchel, 
Fight Must Occur In This Country 
and Must Be Unlimited as to Rounds 
—Money a Secondary Consideration, 


as He Has All He Will Ever Need 

New York, April 21.—‘“I will fight 
Mr. Jack Johnson. I will defend my 
title as undefeated heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world.” 

Before a great audience which 
packed the American Music Hall, and 
in which there were as maby women 
as men, James J. Jeffries last night 
made this formal announcement. 

lt was a signal for great joy. Ex- 
cited men leajsed from their seats, 
shouted and cheered, and the many 
women in the audience applatded. 
Their sbrill and excited cries of ap- 
proval, as they stood up and waved 
their handkerchiefs, and even their 
peach-basket hats, to the ponderous, 
bowing and blushing “undefeated 
champion,” added picturesqueness to 
a remarkable scene. 

There are several conditions at- 
tached to Jeffries’ re-entry in the 
prize ring. First, Johnson must de- 
feat Ketchel. Then Jeff cannot sign 
articles for possibly ten months and 
he insists that the fight shall take 
place in this country and that it shall 
be unlimited as to rounds. 

He made these conditions known 
orally to the newspaper men when he 
handed out the following written 
statement: 

“I will say that I never felt better. 
I have held off making the announce- 
ment until I became sure that I was 
absolutely the same Jeff as when I 
retired four years ago. I did so then 
after defeating every possible con- 
tender for the title. There was no 
one left for me to meet. 

“The present heavyweight situation 
is the only thing that could have 
brought me from retirement. I have 
all the money I will ever need and 
there is no monetary consideration 
that could tempt me into the ring if 
I was not sure that I could easily de- 
feat any challenger for the champion- 
ship. 

“At the expiration of my contract 
with William Morris, which positively 
forbids my signing any contract, 
pugilistic or otherwise, I will be ready 
to discuss terms for an _ unlimited 
round contest. 

“All I will ask after that is sufficient 
time to thoroughly condition myself, 
and should Johnson care to challenge 
me for the title I will do what I think 
I owe the public; that is, to defend 
my title of undefeated champion of the 
world.” 

Jeffries’ theatrical contract has five 
months yet to run, with an option of 
five months more.

Fired Upon by a British Cruiser 
In Canadian Waters 


ILLEGAL FISHING IS ALLECED 


Captain of Schooner Formerly En- 
gaged In Fishing Trips Out of Glou- 
cester Surrendered Only Out of 
Consideration For Lives of His Crew 
—American Consul at Vancouver 
Will Investigate the Matter 


Vancouver, B. C., April 22.— 
Swept by bullets from the machine 
guns of a British patrol cruiser, the 
American fishing schooner Charles 
Levi Woodbury, hailing from Seattle, 
was forced to surrender. 

She.was towed into this port in the 
wake of her captor, the crulser Kes- 
trel. 

The Woodbury, which was out after 
halibut, is stated by the British cruis- 
er’s captain to have been poaching in 
Canadian waters. The affair took 
place off Cape Scott, which is the 
northermost point of Vancouver {s- 
land. 

Four rounds were fired from the 
Kestrel’s guns, the sails and part of 
the woodwork of the American 
schooner beng riddled. The captain 
of the fihsreman would not surrender 
until driven to do so by consideration 
of the lives of his crew, as he feared 
the cruiser’s shots would sink the 
craft. 

The seized schooner was built in Es- 
sex, Mass., in 1888, and was until 
1897 engaged in fishing trips out of 
Gloucester, Mass. 

Captain Sinclair, master of the 
Charles Levi Woodbury, visited the 
| United States consul and lodged a 
complaint with Colonel West, the 
American consul. 

West will take the sworn deposi- 
tions of Sinclair and members of the 
crew of the’schooner and investigate 
the case.

NORTHERN OHIO 


‘Three Lives Lost - Lost and $1,000- 
000 Damage In Five Minutes 


Cleveland, April 22.—Three per- 
sons were killed, six fatally hurt and 
at least fifty were injured and prop- 
erty valued at more than $1,000,000 
was destroyed by a tornado which 
swept through Cleveland and northern 
Ohio.

Project Discussed at Meeting 
Of Congregational Cl ub 


A special meeting was held in the 
vestry of the Wollaston Congrega- 
tional church on Thursday evening to 
consider the advisibility of forming 
an organization along the lines of a 
Good Government association. 

The meeting was held undet the 
auspices of a special committee of five 
of the Congregational club appointed 


&t its last meeting to consider the 
wisdom of such a step. 

The committee will make its re- 
port at the next meeting of the club 
which occurs on Tuesday 

It was for the guidance of this 
committee and to attempt to ascer- 


tain the general sentiment of such a 
step that the meeting was called by 
the president of the club, Chester J. 
Hogue. 

Mr. Hogue said that the ends of the 
object might be a accomplished in ‘two 
ways—either by a federation of the 
men’s clubs or by a large separate or- 
ganization of individual members with 
a small executive committee. 

James G. Brown said that he would 
be in favor of a separate organization 
not affiliated in any way with 
Congregational club. 

In response to a call from Rufus B. 
Tobey, Ernest G. Gay of the Quincy 
Y. M. C. A., who was present said a 
few words. 

There has been, said Mr. Gay, 
long time a sentiment in all parts of 
the city for such a movement as this 
but it never seemed to the right 
time and there never seemed to be 
anyone to shoulder the responsibility.

Mr. Campbell thought there might 
be a certain prejudice against the 
movement if it were started in Wol- 
laston. 

Cc. F. West asked if such a federa- 
tion of men’s clubs had not been sug- 
gested by the Wollaston Methodist 
club and not met with general ap- 
proval. a4 

W._H Hull saig (hat the idea’of the 
Methodist cub was to sink the in- 
dividuality of the men’s clubs and 
merge them into one large organiza- 
tion. 

In the federation now contemplated 
the individuality of each club would 
be maintained. 

Dr. Record spoke of a church club 
in Dorchester which is working simp- 
ly along moral lines affecting the 
community. 

‘Mr. Tobey asked if it would not be 
wise to have the movement start in 

Yollaston. He said a little work ac- 
complished a great deal more than a 
lot of talk. 

He said one could attain what he 
desired and quality and strength of 
purposed availed more than num- 
bers.

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WHEAT SLUMPS 
STILL FURTHER 


Prices Are Nine Gents Under 
Those of Last Week 
BULL CAMPAIGN ABANDONED 


Patten Betakes Himself to Ranch of 
His Partner In New Mexico—Large 
Hole In Paper Profits and Heavy 
Actual Losses, Many a Fortune Be- 
ing Wiped Out—Bulls Are Disap- 
pointed at Crop Reports 


Chicago, April 23.—That James A. 
Patten, hailed throughout the country 
as the “Wheat King,” has withdrawn 
from the market after disposing of his 
heavy holdings of May and July 
wheat, is asserted in many quarters 
here. To this assertion verisimilitude 
is added by the fact that prices have 
tumbled over 9 cents during the last 
week and that Patten himself has 
sought to rest in the fastness of a 
New Mexico ranch. 

Whether he has removed himself 
from the so-called “deal” and if so, 
whether he came out with profit or 
loss, are questions which oan be 
answered only by Patten himself. 

The session of the board of trade 
was @ sensational one Thursday. Bulls 
had expected that after the 6 cent de- 
Cline of the two previous sessions a 
recovery would ensue. Taking the 
Patten view of a big crop shortage as 
correct and that wheat is iatrinsically 
worth all that has been paid for it in 
a purely speculative way, the reaction 
was due. 

But the first quotations were a dis- 
appointment to the bulls. From near- 
ly every point came reporte of normal, 
or even bettetr, crop reports. Liver- 
poo] prices were down and the ship- 
ments from Argentina, Australia and 
other foreign countries were said to 
be greater than usual at this time of 
the year. 

Bears filled the wheat pit in a mass, 
and like an eruptive volcano poured 
forth a swollen stream of wheat. 
Longs liquidated all along the line, 
and the execution of stop-loss orders 
added to the confusion. 

The Patten vortex of other and more 
bullish days was not in evidence. It 
was a tremendous liquidating market 
and Patten might have been buying 
secretly through others than his own 
house. From him there has come no 
word that he has changed his views as 
to the value of wheat. He called May 
wheat cheap at $1.29 and if he still 
thinks so, it is pointed out, the same 
option at $1.21 Thursday was an ex- 
cellent investment. The same was 
said of July at $1.095. These prices 
are approximately 9 cents under the 
high price of last Friday. 

While Patten, quoted as saying he 
was fleeing from reporters, was mak- 
ing for the ranch of his partner, W. 
KF. Bartlett in New Mexico, dejection 
was pictured on the face of many a 
small speculator haunting the ticker 
in various broker houses. 

Many a fortune has been wiped out 
by the decline this week, and many a 
man who had a handsome profit on 
paper, but still hung on for more, 
now confronts a deficit.

In the absence 
of such information, however, Pat- 
ten’s departure for a section of the 
country where he will not be much 
troubled by either reporters or quota- 
tions, and the utter weakness dis- 
played by Thursday's decline gave rise 
to gloomy hints that “Patten was well 
out of it.” They went so far as to de- 
clare that the present slump was due 
to the liquidation of the big Patten 
line of wheat, rather than to improved 
crop conditions. It is admitted that 
this supposition may be wrong.

ON LONG BRIDGE 


Ends of Structure Weakened 
While They Were Crossing 


Plattsburg, N. ¥., April 23.—Two 


passenger trains of the Rutland rail- | 


road are trapped on the long draw- 
bridge over the northern end of Lake 
Champlain at Rouse’s Point. The 
east end of the bridge was swept away 
by wind and high water and the west 
end was also badly wrenched. 

The two trains went on the bridge, 
which is a mile long, and stopped be- 
fore reaching the center, owing to 
the unsafe condition of the trestle 
work. Before they could back off the 
end of the bridge behind them had 
given way.

New York, April 23.—A number of 
the leading dry goods firms of this city 
who were specifically mentioned by 
Chairman Payne of the ways and 
means committee in his tariff speech 
before the house of representatives on 
April 6 have adopted and forwarded 
to Payne and President Taft resolu- 
tions in reply to the statements di- 
rected at them in that speech. The 
resolutions addressed to Payne state: 

“The information supplied you 
that we maintain large establishments 
in the city of Chemnitz, Germany, 
with a full force of help organized to 
buy and obtain foreign hosiery at the 
least possible cost, and advance 
money to small manufacturers to pur- 
chase yarns, receiving the unfinished 
product and sending same to public 
finishers, etc., is absolutely false in 
every particular. We do none of the 
things charged. The only establish- 
ment we maintain in Chemnitz are 
offices where, in most cases, one in- 
dividual does all the work required.” 

The resolutions state that Payne Was 
misinformed in other matters.

Washington, April 23.—That there

whom it was intended. 

The postmaster at Abbeyville sent 
the letter through to Medford, Mass., 
where Tufts college is situated. The 
postmaster of the college postoffice 
knew that “Sky” was the nickname of 
Irving Tolles, a junior. The letter 
reached Tolles and he admitted at once 
that the letter was intended for him.

Josephine, empress of the French, 
was Yeyette to her intimate friends. 
Her name in reality was Marie Josephe 
Rose. Napoleon after the marriage 


Josephine. 
baptizing the women of his entourage. 
He made his sister Marianne an Elise, 
of Annonciade a Caroline, of Paulette 
a Pauline. 

Among her numerous friends Joseph- 
ine remained Yeyette. Barras never 
called her otherwise. 

The pope was so unfamiliar with 
her name that when he sent his bene- 
diction the letter borne by his legate 


Christ, Victorfa Bonaparte.”

NOTES TO GHRISTIAN NATIONS: 


England and Russia, Whose Ships and 
Soldiers Are Near Scene of Massa- 
cres and Ready For Active Opera- 
tions, Depended Upon to Safeguard 
Lives and Property—Two Cruisers 
Leave Cuba For Turkish Waters 


Washington, April 24.—Realizing 
the impotency of the Turkish and the 
Persian governments to adequately 
safeguard American lives and property 
in the present disturbed conditions in 
those countries, the state department 
has intimated that it will welcome any 
assistance in this direction trom the 
governments of Great Britain and Rus- 
sia. 

Diplomatic represeatations having 
this object in view have already been 
made to the foreign offices at London 
and St. Petersburg, whose ships and 
soldiers are at or near the scene of the 
masascres and ready for active opera- 
tions. 

At the same time efforts are being , 
made to learn whether the European | 
powers, on whom rests responsibility 
for an application of reforms under- 
taken by Turkey in the provinces in- 
habited by Armenians, according to} 
the Berlin treaty of 1878, have taken | 
steps to check the horrors now being 
perpetrated against those people. 

Inquiries also have directed 
to London with a view of learning 
whether the warships dispatched by 
the British government to the vicinity 
of the trouble in Asia Minor will af- 
ford adequate protection to all for- 
eigners and intimating that the Unit- 
ed States hopes that everything 
feasible will be done to safeguard hu- 
man life. 

Russia has been told that the Unit- 
ed States will have to rely upon her 
for the humanitairan work of saving 
our citizens in Persia if their lives 
are in jeopardy. The latter state- 
ment is based on the newspaper re- 
ports that a military expedition from 
that country is about to be sent to the 
relief of Tabriz. 

President Taft is deeply 
over the reports of atrocities which 
have reached him regarding the Ar- 
menians, and is anxious that no stone 
be left unturned afford relief 
wherever possible.

If these two facts had a 
tendency to belittle the councilman It 
certainly was not the fault of the pa- 
per that printed the facts. 

The subject which caused the dis- 
cussion was a resolve introduced into 
the council by Mr. McDevitt of Want 
4. His resolve read that the mayor be 
requested to furnish in writing the 
names of “all employes” who, during 
the month of March and the first two 
weeks in April, received less than $2 
a day. In explaining the purpose of 
his resolve Councilman McDevitt said 
he knew that two-thirds of the city 
ployes had been getting $1.75 a day. 
In, defence of his position, Councilman 
McDevitt challenged Councilman Bry- 
ant to go to the city treasurer's office 
and examine the pay rolls and offered 
to resign his seat in the council if the 
books proved him -wrong, provided 
Councilman Bryant would resign if 
Mr. McDevitt was proved to be right. 

Presumably Mr. McDevitt was 
speaking to his order and as this or- 
der embraced a period covering Marck 
and two weeks of April, it seems a lit- 
tle far fetched for him to quote last 
year’s pay rolls as he did in the Ledg- 
er last night to prove that his order 
covering March and part of April of 
this year was correct. When one

TAXATION AMENDMENT. 


From present indications it seems 
that the proposed taxation amend- 
ment to the Constitution will come up 
for consideration in the House this 
week. It was reported unanimously 
by the legislative committee on Taxa- 
tion, and has the support of many 
leading commercial organizations. 
The Massachusetts Forestry associa- 
tion is also strongly favoring it, for 
the reason that the present system of 
taxation tends to cause destruction 
for the forests. The amendment as 
reported gives the legislature power 
to classify property in a reasonable 
manner for the purpose of taxation. 

One of the most active supporters 
of the amendment has been the Bos- 
ton Merchants association. This or- 
ganization has been acting in co- 
operation with other bodies and was 
represented at the Legislative hear- 
ing by leading members of its Taxa- 
tion and Forestry committees. There 
was no opposition at the hearing, 
and since then the Association has 
recelved a large number of letters 
offering their support. Some of these 
bodies have appointed special com- 
mittees to act with the Merchants’ 
association in the endeavor to make 
it possible for the legislature to adopt 
whatever changes in the present sys- 
tem of taxation seems necessary to 
promote the commercial and indus- 
trial welfare of the state. Other or- 
ganizations have arranged to have 
their taxation committees confer with 
the Association's committee. Sever- 
al have asked that speakers be sent 
them who can explain to their mem- 
bers the object of the movement. Al- 
ready a number of conferences and 
meetings bave b2en arranged, and as 
requests for more are coming in 
daily, the Association has had _ to 
draw upon other sources for speak- 
ers. 

The Merchants’ association has 
taken no position as to the adoption}! 
of a special system of taxation, but in 
common with all other bodies that 
have considered the matter, believes 
that the present system is unsatis- 
factory and retards the development 
of the resources of the state, and 
that if the amendment is obtained, 
forest lands can be so classified as 
to aid in their preservation, and ma- 
| chinery so taxed as to promote in- 
| dustry. The letters received indi- 
cate that this feeling is general 
throughout the state.

As the different teams get a fair

Also from day to day in order to 
create more interest in the game, the 
Ledger will print articles on base- 
ball, taking up the different positions 
in order. Here is the first. 
THE CATCHER. 


The one man on whom the bulk of 
running the game falls, is the man 
behind the bat. He ts the “man be- 
hind” in more ways than one, for his 
work varies with every play of the 
opponents, with every man that comes 
to bat and every man that gets to 
base. First of all he must be strong 
and sturdy, with a cool head, never 
getting excited, and playing the game 
all the time. These qualities are 
found in the star catchers of the big 
leagues today. The catcher must 
know each batter, remember his 
weakness, if he has one and most of 
them do, and signal to the pitcher 
what to throw. He must take 
chance on having his signals crossed 
and getting the ball on the fingers or 
the shins. Again he must watch the 
men on the bases like a hawk, signal 
to the pitcher whenever a baserunner 
has too big a lead and be ready him- 
self to snap the ball down to first, 
second or third if a man is playing 
off too far. A strong throwing whip 
is the most important requisite in a 
catcher, but he must also be able to 
hit the ball to some extent. If he 
isn’t he soon gets told to hand in his 
uniform, 

Now these abilities to throw, 
run bases, coach a pitcher, and at all 
times keep a good cool head are per- 
haps best exemplified today in Johnny 
Kling, of the Chicago “Cubs,” Cham- 
pions of the_National league and the

world. Kling is an example of an 
ideal backstop, and showed up to 
great advantage in the 1908 world 


series, when his rival catchers on the 
Detroit team were made to look like 
minor leaguers. Kling is about the 
best the game has ever known. If 
the catcher is off color, the whole 
team as a rule goes ‘bad, and that is 
why the big league managers are al- 
ways on the lookout for catchers. 


Good catchers are scarce nowadays 
and whenever a manager has the 
chance to pick up a good one, he 


grabs him quick. 

It may be said that there are plenty 
of ‘good catchers in the game today. 
There are plenty of good ones but 
they are not. stars andthe 
stars are the ones that are wanted. A 
man may be a swell catcher and not 
be able to catch a man stealing sec- 
ond or third. This pulls his stock 
down. 

Again a man might be a star catch- 
er and thrower, but on the bases and 
at the bat he might be useless. And 
so to be a real catcher a man must 
combine all these things mentioned 
above. When you see a man with re- 
quisites, just watch for he will make 
good sometime. 

Some of the greatest backstops the 
game has ever known, have heen 
members of the Boston teams. “Mike” 
Kelly one of the $10,000 beauties of 
vears ago and Martin Bergen, one of 
the stars of more recent times were 
hoth members of Boston teams. 
“Lou” Criger, of our own time, the 
former Red Sox's mainstay now of 
the St. Louis Browns, also ranks 
among the best ever, but “Lou” is 
gradually getting old, and has not the 
old-time ginger of a few years ago. 

And so if a man has any abllity as 
a catcher he should develop {t, for 
the time has come when a good man 
behind the bat is not found every day. 
If a young player of today wishes to 
make good as a baseball player let 
him learn to be a good catcher, and 


he will command the greatest atten- 
tion

VESSELS TAKEN 
FROM RUSSIA 


Are Now Doing Duty as Japan- 
ese Training Squadron

ON A VISIT TO PACIFIC COAST 


Special Demonstration of Welcome by 
Federal and State Officials and Our 
Pacific Fleet Reserved Until Mika- 
do’s Warships Arrive at San Fran- 
cisco—Admiration For Americans Is 


Expressed by Foreign Admiral 


Los Angeles, 26.—For the 
first time in ten warships of 
Japan entered a Pacific coast port of 
the United States when the cruisers 
Soya nad Aso, comprising the Japan- 
ese training squadron commanded by 
Rear Admiral Ijichi, steamed Into San 
Pedro Sunday. The Aso and Soya 
are on a visit of some weeks’ duration, 
which will take them to all of the 
principal ports of the Pacific coast. 

The two ships are prizes of the 
Russo-Japanese war. The Aso ts the

BOMB IN CATHEDRAL 


Ancient Edifice In New Orleans 
Damaged by Explosion 

New Orleans, April 26.—The fa- 
mous old St. Louis Cathedral in this 
city was shaken by an explosion be- 
lieved to have resulted from a bomb 
placed in the south tower of the build- 
ing. <A priest, a woman and a child 
were the only occupants at the time 
and none were injured. The damage 
is $2000. 

A riot call brought many detectives 
and policemen to the cathedral. A 
number of arrests followed. 

The police believe that dissentions 
among Itallan workmen engaged in re- 
pairing the south tower were respon- 
sible for the explosion. The cathedral 
was built more than 100 years ago 
during the Spanish regime in Louisi- 
ana. 


POLICE WIELDED CLUBS 


Irishmen and Itallans Engage 
Flerce Conflict In New York 

New York, April 26.—Fifty or more 
Irishmen and Italians were involved 
in a fierce race riot at Tenth avenue 
and Thirty-Second street last night and 
order was not restored until an Ital- 
fan saloon and an Italian grocery 
store had been wrecked. Thirty com- 
batants were clubbed by the police, 
and eighteen arrests were made. 

The trouble is said to have started 
in the grocery store over an argument 
between the Lrishman and three Ital- 
fans. One of the combatants, Angelo 
Palo, received a bad wound on the 
forehead, and was removed to a hos- 
pital. 


POLICE SHOTS WENT WILD 


Revolvers Used In Trying to Check 
Automobile “Joy Ride” 

New York, April 26.—Rather sen- 
sational methods to check a supposed 
“Joy ride” were adopted by the police 
early Sunday when they fired on an 
automobile, containing three men and 
three women, which had knocked 
down and fatally injured Frederick 
Warnecke, a waiter, in Third avenue. 

The occupants of the car crouched 
low and the bullets whizzed by with- 
out doing any damage.

A copyrighted article in a Boston 
Sunday paper on a proposition for a 
giant dock in Hull bay was read with 
interest by citizens of Quincy who are 
vitally interested in any scheme to 
utilize its unsurpassed water front. 

The Mayor, Board of Trade 
Citizens Association have been thor- 
oughly alive to the importance of any 
scheme that would develop Quincy's 
water front and Frank Fessenden 
Crane representing the city has done 
good work before the River and Har- 
bors Congress. 

The scheme outlined by the article 
in question is a new one which if 
carried out would make the proposed 
New York, Brockton and Boston canal 
even more desirable. 

The plan proposes an immense 
dock in Hull bay where it would have 
a water frontage of over 13,000 feet on 
deep water. 

It would be backed by adequate 
railroad terminals and bonded ware- 
houses. 

The site proposed is shielded from 
all the fury of northeast gales and 
offers the best docking facilities in 
the world to the largest steamers 
afloat, which would also escape a 
half hours sail through a winding 
channel. 

Atlantic liners could steam through 
Hull Gut a natural channel with a 
depth of 42 feet at low water, and 
tie up to a pier that could be easily 
reached by every steam road. 

Passengers and mail could be 
quickly transfered to express trains, 
saving at least 18 hours of time needed 
for. unloading in New York city. 

‘Another feature would be the op- 
portunity offered foreign steamers to 
come to this port with raw material 
for Cuba and South America. 

The plan as outlined is the work 
of Edward L. Burwell and is the 
result of years of observation on the 
part of his father, brother and him- 
self who have sailed from Europe to 
the New England coast for years.

Armenians Trapped In Deurtyul 
by Fifty Thousand Moslems 


WARSHIPS CLOSE AT HAND 


Commanders Consider Landing of 
Force to Relieve Besieged Town, 
but Find it to Be Impracticable— 
—Thousands of Refugees Pouring 
Into Latakia, Which Has Been Re- 
lieved—Hadjin Reported In Flames 


Alexandretta, Asiatic Turkey, April 
27.—Refugees who have made their 
escape from Deurtyul, which is a 
small town not far from Alexandretta, 
| bring most alarming accounts of the 
| Situation there. 

They affirm that 10,000 Armenians 
}are beleagured by 50,000 Moslems. 
' The besieged are half starving and 
the conditions within the walls of the 
| city are painful. 
| It is believed that there are no 
Americans at that place. 

The commanders of the British and 
other warships at this port have had 
| under consideration the landing of a 
force to relieve the besieged town, 

which is within one day’s march of 
| Alexandretta, but they finally decided 

that this was wholly impracticable, 
because they had no right to interfere 
jin a purely internal affair, and the 
| governor declined to permit the land- 
ing of an armed force. 

The town of Hadjin, about 100 miles 
; to the north of Alexandretta, where 
| the residents have withstood the as- 
| sauits of the fanatics for the past 
was in flames Sunday. Ac-

We are not blaming the small boy 
particularly; we blame those in 
charge of him. It is the same old 
story of poor training and a lament- 
able lack of responsibility of parents 
and teachers. Either many of those 
intrusted with the training of our 
boys and girls do not perceive intel- 
lectually the need of helping our valu- 
able birds in their struggle to live 
and to adorn our trees and please 
our ears, or else they are too in- 
dolent to point out the trouble that 
egg collecting must finally bring. 

As .we say, we do not blame the 
small boy. He is impelled by youth- 
ful energy and love of exercise as 
Well as by the temptation of the op- 
portunity to hunt and find something 
concealed. it appeals to him as a 
sort of hide-and- seek game. The 
tun he finds in hunting birds’ eggs 
is not the pleasure of acquiring 
Knowledge usually; it is the fun he 
finds in shinning wp a difficult tree 
the fun of tracking the wary wren to 
his home in the woodshed or the 
smoke house, the fun of watching 
the theht of the melodious bobolink as 
il approaches its nest in strategic 
and spiral circles just before it drops 
‘ike a bullet to iis home in the mead- 
Ow. 

Phis impulse is wholesome enough, 
yut the direction the boy takes to 
work off ‘his natural inclinations is 
What should be put under the ban. 

it is not enough that law be passea 
oO prevent this rifling of nests. A 
law that is meaningless to the small 
boy must have feet as nimble as 
Mercury to follow him through the 
woods and fields. The cure must go 
deeper. The boy must be taught to 
understand that in robbing nests he 
is thereby committing a sin even 
more serious that if he went out ana 
stole the fruit from his neighbor's 
pet tree. 

The Outing Magazine has some sug- 
sestions to make, and we trust that 
vur readers will join in the effort to 
unprove the juvenile point of view. 

First, let the parents make clear to 
their children that for every egg they 
iake they are subtracting one from 
che number of future birds which are 
uoing their best to make the outdoors 
a pleasant place to be in. Then let 
che teachers in our schools, not only 
che principals and instructors in na- 
cural history, but also every enthusi- 
astic menrber of the teaching staff, 
isuake the youngsters realize what the 
virds mean to our American outdoors 

the wren, the bobolink, the robin 
and the thrush give of their abun- 
dance of song cheerfully to a world 
that needs melody in its scheme ot 
iute.—Uuting Magazine.

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WASHINGTON 
IS SATISFIED 


Will Give Prompt Recognition 
to New Turkish Government 


HAS BEEN VERY SATISFACTOY 


Rehabilitation of Relations With 
Countries of the World When Young 
Turks Are In Full Power—Trouble- 
some Missionary and Many Other 
Irritating Questions Likely to Reach 
a Speedy Settlement 
Washington, April 28.—Prompt 

recognition will be given to the new 

government of Turkey by the ad- 
ministration when official news of the 
new order of things in the Ottoman 

Empire reaches Washington. 

While speculation is rife as to what 
will happen under the reorganized 
government, the universal opinion is 
that if the Young Turks party is equal 
to the trust imposed a new era with 
bright prospects is in store for 
Turkey. ° 

It is recognized generally in diplo- 
matic circles that although the Young 
Turks’ following is by comparison 
numerically small, and that its ad- 
ministration will be beset constantly 
by the machinations of the reaction- 
aries, yet, by the selection for sultan 
of Mehemmed Reschad Effendi, the 
party has gained prestige and will 
reap the benefits of the support of the 
Mohammedan religion by the action. 

The personal qualities of the few 
sultan, which are well known to offi- 
clals in Washington, are considered an 
important element to be reckoned 
with in the administration of the af- 
fairs of state. His incarceration for 
so many years has removed him from 
the suspicion of taint with despotism, 
corruption and cruelty that attached to 
his predecessor, and leading officials 
believe his better qualities will be a 
predominating feature in his career as 
sultan. 

Beyond all other considerations the 
opinion is expressed that with the new 
sultan on the throne and with the 
Young Turks party in full power, 
there will be a rehabilitation of the 
relations with the countries of the 
world and opportunity offered for a 
more satisfactory treatment of the 
missionary question, which has been 
a troublesome one, due to the fanatic- 
ism of the followers of Islamism and 
which on many occasions has led to 
diplomatic representations to the 
Turkish government from the state 
department. 

In many little things, which in the 
aggregate are considerable, the ad- 
ministration of the Young Turks gov- 
ernnient has been very satisfactory to 
the state department. Annoyances af- 
fecting travelers in Turkey, irritating 
questions touching the Armenians, 
and those of naturalization, have dis- 
appeared, and in other ways a more 
liberal application of the 
general laws has prevailed. 
. To American missionary interests in 
Turkey, a new government there 
based on liberal institutional lines is 
considered of great importance. Many 
of the newer element are men of more 
modern views, educated in the uni- 
versities of Europe and America and 
imbued with ideas far in advance of 
those held by Sultan Abdul Hamid; 
and their influence, it is hoped, will 
go far towards moulding the attitude 
of the government towards mission- 
aries. To the foreign missionary 
workers it is believed the new move- 
ment will be a help instead of a 
hindrance to them. 

According to a prominent diplomatic 
view, Turkey is not in a position war- 
ranting the establishment of a full- 
fledged republic and better results may 
be obtained by a continuation of the 
present form of government, with an 
intelligent, conscientious, honest man 
at the helm of state.

DEPOSITION OF ABDUL HAM:D 


Document Making It Effective Recites 
Long List of Crimes by the “Great 
Assassin”—New Ruler Says He May 
Be Relied Unon to Do His Best— 
Predecessor Glad to Escape With 
His Life 


Constantinople, April 8.—The reign 
of Abdul Hamid Il 
with his deposition and the accession 


of his brother, Mehemmed Reschad 
Effendi, as Mehmed V, a variation 
of “Mahomet,” it being considered in- 
appropriate to assume the 
name of the Prophet. 

Mehmed V was the legitimate heir 
to the throne and the thirty-fifth sov- 
ereign of Turkey, in male descent, of 
the house of Osman, the founder of 
the empire, and the twenty-ninth 
sultan since the conquest of Constanti- 
nople. 

The two houses of parlinment, 
meeting as @ national assembly in the 
forenoon, approved the decree of de- 
position, which was read by the 
Sheik Ul Islam, chief of the ulemas 
and supreme judge on ecclesiastical 
questions. 

The document recited Abdul 
Hamid's were the 
sacred laws, and set forth a long list 
of crimes, the whole making a terrible

indictment. The assembly chose Me- 
hemmed Reschad as sultan and ap- 
pointed committees to notify the de- 


throned sovereign and his 
of its action. The firing of 101 guns 
announced to the waiting people that 
a new sultan had been proclaimed. 

The ceremonies connected with the 
transfer of the power were simple. 
The newly chosen ruler came from 
his palace in Galata through streets 
lined with troops and cheering thon- 
sands and the oath at the 
office. He then proceeded to the par- 
liament and later went to the Top- 
Kapou palace to kiss the prophet’s 
robe, returning to the Dolmbagsche 
palace, where for so many years he 
had practically been a prisoner, as the 
head of the empire. 

Martial law was relaxed last night 
and the people gave themselves over 
to celebrating the victory of the Young 
Turks party and the end of Abdul 
Hamid’s reign. Many buildings were 
illuminated, and thousands of rounds

of ammunition were fired by the sol- 
diers for joy 
The question of the new cabinet 


has not beern,settied, but it is thought 
that Ahmed Riza will be grand vizier. 

The Sheik U1 Islam, supported by 
aH the principal personages of the 
higher church administration, issued 
the fetva, as the decree of deposition 
is called. 

It informed Mehemmed Reschad Ef- 
fendi that he was chosen sultan by the 
will of the church, the will of the par- 
liament, the will of the army and the 
will of the people. It admonished him 
to serve God and to keep the sacred 
law as communicated by the prophet. 
This Reschad humbly promised to do. 

In receiving a deputation from the 
national assembly, Mehmet V said: 

“I am pleased to become the first 
constitutional sovereign. Doubtless 
my successor will improve upon me, 
but you may rely upon my doing my 
best. I also have suffered oppression 
and therefore enter into the feelings 
of my fellow sufferers. Let us en- 
dgavor to work together for the wel- 
fare of the country.” 

When the assembly deputation ar- 
rived at the Yildiz, the fetva was 
handed to Ali Djevad Bey, first secre- 
tary, for communication to Abdul 
Hamid, who, in an inner apartment, 
was guarded by fifteen eunuchs. 
Djevad Bey tried to gain admittance 
by knocking; and after this was con- 
tinued for some fifteen minutes the 
door was opened and Abdul Hamid ap- 
peared. He accepted the fetva with- 
out comment. 

The deputation was then ushered 
into his presence, and the spokesman 
sald: “You no longer reign over us.” 

Abdul Hamid gave a deep sigh of 
relief upon being informed that no de- 
sigas were entertained against his life. 
He was transported across the Bos- 
phorus to Asiatic Turkey as a pris- 
oner.

The American mission buildings, the 
Catholic sisters’ school and one Gre- 
gorian church have been saved. The 
Jesuit and Armenian Catholic and 
Protestant churches and schools are 
burned. Twenty thousand persons 
are destitute and there are few sup- 
plies of any kind. Doctors have been 
sent to the town from Beirut and Tar- 
sus. 

Rey. Robert A. Gibbons, a missfon- 
ary of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions, stationed at Adana and at 
Tarsus, was an eye witness of the 
scenes of terror and destruction at 
the centre of the Moslem uprising. 
He says: 

“Adana is in a pitiable condition. 
The town has been pillaged and de- 
stroyed, and thousands of homeless 
people are without means of livlihood. 
It is impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of killed. The corpses lie scat- 
tered through the streets. Friday, 
when I went out, I had to pick my 
Way between the dead to avoid step- 
ping on them. Saturday morning I 
counted a dozen cartloads of Armen- 
ian bodies in one-half hour being car- 
ried to the river and thrown into the 
water. In the Turkish cemeteries 
graves are being dug wholesale. 

“The condition of the refugees is 
pitiable and heart-rending. Not only 
are there orphans and widows beyond 
number, but a great many, even ba- 
bies, are suffering from severe 
wounds.” 

Hadjin is still besieged. It has 
withstood several attacks made upon 
it from the mountain tops. All of the 
American missionaries in that town 
were safe up to Monday night. No 
direct word has been received from 
them since then. 

Thousands of refugees have ar- 
rived at LatakiaS but the governor, 
with the few soldiers at his command, 
is doing his utmost to prevent disor- 
ders. But the Moslem community is 
strong and he is meeting with much 
opposition. 

The British warship Diana will ar- 
rive at Latakia today, as the presence 
of a ship at that place is absolutely 
necessary. 

Unless the disturbances are imme- 
diately checked they will extend into 
the interior of Mesopotamia, which 
section is bitterly reactionary. 

There is a total of thirty-three 
American missionaries in Syria and 
the Cicilian district of the vilalyet of 
Adana, where the conflicts between 
Mohammedans and Armenians ars 
raging the fiercest. 

The Mohammedans indulging in 
massacres and incendiarism are ap- 
parently very careful to avoid killing 
foreigners. When in the midst of the 
fighting and pillaging at Adana it be- 
came known “to the Mohammedans 
that Messrs. Rogers and Maurer, the 
missionaries who lost their lives while 
attempting to put out a fire in the 
house of a Turkish widow, were 
Americans, the fanatics ran away in 
alarm and practically deserted that 
quarter of the town. 

The missionaries appear to be in 
danger only from accident arising from 
the fact that they are in the midst of 
frightful conflicts in which they brave- 
ly seek to protect Christian refugees 
and conciliate their assailants.

Alto- 
gether Japan has spent about $72,- 
500,000 out of her own treasury, of 
Which $7,500,000 is invested in rail- 
roads, from which some profit may 
be expected. Because the entire work 
and expenditure will prove of pecuni- 
ary profit to Japan, in no way de- 
stroys the merit of the vast achieve- 
ment.

Holbrook Answers Death's Sum- 
mons at Age of Ninety-Six 


DEAN OF FORMER GOVERNORS 


Was Chief Executive of Green Moun- 
tain State During Civil War and One 
of Lincoln’s Closest Advisers— 
Equipped Many Regiments of Troops 
—Devised Plans For the Care of In- 
jured Soldiers 


Brattleboro, Vt., April 29.—Fred- 
erick Holbrook, former governor of 
Vermont, the oldest ex-governor in 
the country, and one of the last of 
the Civil war governors, died at his 
home here last night, aged 96 years. 

Death was due to exhaustion, 
brought on by a recent attack of bron- 
chitis. He retained his faculties to 
the last moment, and before he died 
gave his final instructions as to the 
disposition of his household affairs. 

His death was so unexpected that 
time was not available to summon to 
the former governor's bedside his only 
living child, Franklin S. Holbrook of 
Boston. 

Mr. Holbrook was one of the closest 
of President Lincoln's confreres among 
the state governors, and his advice at 
&@ personal interview was followed by 
the final call for troops which brought 
an end to the war. 

Frederick Holbrook was born at 
Warehouse Point, Conn., Feb. 15, 
1813. His parents were from Brat- 
tleboro, Vt., and they returned there 
{in his infancy. His education was 
finished at Berkshire Gymnasium, 
Pittsfield, Mass. 

In 1834 Holbrook married Miss 
Harriet Goodhue of Burlington. He 
had three children, but one of whom 
is now living. 

His interest in embryonic military 
affairs led to his election as captain of 
the Floodwood Militia company at the 
age of 18 years, and the experience 
gained in this capacity proved of use 
{in his later duties as governor during 
the Civil war. 

Mr. Holbrook was a Republican in 
politics. As a member of this party 
he was elected to the Vermont senate 
in 1849-50, and was governor of the 
state in 1861-63. During his term 
as governor he floated $1,500,000 of 
bonds at a premiunr, and equipped 
many regiments of troops. 

His most notable act in office was to 
devise means for the care of injured 
soldiers, and it was through him that 
Vermont was the first state to pro- 
vide hospitals for its soldiers. 


UNION NOT RECOGNIZED 


Miners Waive Demand In Their Agree- 
ment With Operators 

Scranton, Pa., April 29.—The final 
stage in the work of settling the dif- 
ferences existing between the anthra- 
cite mine workers and their employers 
has been reached. 

The tri-district convention of the 
union miners unanimously approved 
the three-year agreement reached by 
their representatives with the operat- 
ors and authorized them to sign it to- 
day in Philadelphia. The agreement 
is practically identical with the one 
signed three years ago in New York. 

The United Mine Workers’ union, 
under the agreement, is not officially 
recognized, the miners having walved 
this demand. The agreement will be 
signed by the miners’ representatives 
without any official reference to the 
organization.

They Gather at Atlantic City For the 
Spring Events 

Atlantic City, N. J., April 29.— 
Golfers from Philadelphia, New York 
and other cities began play today in 
the spring event on the local links. 
Play will continue three days.

FAVORABLEIMPRESSION EXISTS 


Faith and Capacity of Young Turks 
Will Be Tested In Dealing With 
Massacres of Armenians—Cruisers

Washington, April 29.—Mehmed V, 
the new sultan of Turkey, has been 
officially recognized as the reigning 
ruler of that empire by the Wash- 
ington government. This action fol- 
lowed the communication of the fact 
of the accession to the throne of the 
new sultan to the state department by 
H. Kiazim Bey, the Turkish 1- 
bassador, and similar information 
from American Ambassador Leishman 
at Constantinople. A dispatch ac- 
cording recognition, signed by Presi- 
dent Taft, was forwarded to Con- 
stantinople for 
ambassador there.

“I offer to your imperial majesty my 
congratulations on

ship of the government and of the 
people of the United States, who 
earnestly wish for your majesty’s 
happiness and for that of the people 
within your dominions, and | add my 
own wishes for your majesty’s health 
and welfare.” 

A favorable impression has 
created in Washington by the remarks 
attributed to the sultan in his public 
utterances and the confident hope is 
expressed that Turkey is about to en- 
ter upon a new era of successful con- 
stitutional government. This was the 
view of H. Kiazim Bey in his talk 
with the state department officials. He 
is also very optimistic touching the 
troubles which beset Turkey in the 
provinces, where the fanaticism of the 
Mohammedans has resulted in such 
dreadful slaughter. 

From the American standpoint, the 
permanent improvement in the condi- 
tions in Asia Minor and other portions 
of Turkey where massacres of Ar- 
menians occur is the most important 
duty that confronts the new govern 
ment. It is in dealing with this ques- 
tion that the faith and capacity of the 
Young Turks party will be put to a 
severe test. 

Meantime, to meet the situation in 
Asia Minor, the state department is 
arranging to put to the best use the 
American war vessels now gradually 
approaching Gibraltar. In a measure 
the disposition of these ships will be 
left to the American embassy at Con- 
stantinople. 

The vessels soon to be available are 
the armored cruisers North Carolina 
and Montana, now on their way across 
the Atlantic, and the revenue cutter 
Tacoma, which arrived at the Azores 
Wednesday and which was directed to 
proeceed with all haste for Gibraltar.

Constantinople, April 29.—The 
former ruler of the empire, Abdul 
Hamid II, is to be kept a prisoner in

He is not to be put on trial, for he! 
is considered to be above the law. It 
was thought wise to keep the deposed 
Sultan in European Turkey, remote 
from the capital. His household will 
be administered for him upon a gen- 
erous scale and his life will be safe-/ 
guarded, as he earnestly besought 
when notified of his dethronement.

cription of the bullding or additions. 
alterations or repairs, number on and 
name of the street, or if unnumbered 
the precise location of said property, 
and the name of owner or owners 
thereof, and shall submit plans of said 
work or buildings for examination and 
approval . 

Add the following section to be num- 
bered Section 12:— 

The following rules and regulations 
are hereby adopted. 

Ada the following to Section 2 of the 
rules and regulations:— 

Whenever piles are required to be 
driven for a foundation they shall be 
of suitable stock driven to a firm and 
solid bearing, and the tops shall be cut 
off on a level to insure constant im- 
mersion, there shall be not less than 
two rows under all external and party 
walls and they shall be spaced not over 
three feet on centres in the direction 
of the length of the wall. 

All piles shall be capped with granite 
block levellers not less than sixteen 
inches thick, each stone to have a firm 
bearing on at least two piles in each 
row or concrete not less than two feet 
in thickness.

In District No. 3 wooden 
for dwellings, manufacturing or busi- 
ness purposes, not exceeding two 
stories in height, may be built on stone 
or brick foundation or on _ suitably 
driven piles as aforesaid in Section 2, 
of the ordinance or on piers or posts 
each set on a hard bottom but to a 
depth of not less then four feet below 
the surface of the ground. Said pliers, 
posts and piles to be spaced not more 
than eight feet on centers or said 
structures may be built on mud sills 
resting on cross pieces of plank three 
inches or more in thickness not less 
than four feet long and ten inches 
wide placed at intervals of not more 
than three feet on centers.

All buildings of over three stories in 
height or where the third floor in two 
story buildings is used for dwelling or 
tenement purposes, shall have a stair- 
case from street level to top floor with 
a scuttle to roof for at least every 
three families occupying the building, 
or front and rear staircases not open- 
ing into the same corridor but con- 
necting with all floors, or shall be pro- 
vided with suitable fire escapes con- 
necting each floor. The Inspector may 
require that proper fire stops shall be 
provided in floors, walls and partitions 
of such buildings and make such furth- 
er requirements as may be necessary 
cr proper to prevent the spread of fire 
therein or its communication from any 
steam boiler or shop or heating ap- 
paratus.

Constantinople, April 30.—The 
Constitutionalists have lost no time in 
bringing the conspirators in the re- 
cent rising to trial. The military 
court, sitting in the war office, con- 
demned about 250 prisoners to death 
and they were executed. 

Nadir Pasha, the second eunuch of 
the palace, under the regime of Ab- 
dul Hamfi, was hanged on the Galata 
bridge, the great thoroughfare that 
connects Stamboul with the quarters 
of Galata and Pera. The body 
allowed to swing many hours. 

Several thousands of the people 
stopped to look at the great Nubian 
whose name was a terror under Abdul 
Hamid. The dead man's face showed 
an undershet jaw 
lips. In life he had 
feet four inches tall. 

Nadir was executed after a trial by 
courtmartial, on the charge that he 
instigated the mutiny of the troops on 
April 13. He was reputed to be in- 
tensely ambitious, subtle-minded and 
insensible to the suffering of others. } 
Nadir Pasha came to the imperial 
Palace as a slave and grew up in that 
hothouse of intrigue |

The witness said that 
his son had to pass a physical and 
mental examination when he entered 
the United States naval academy at 17 
years of age. He passed all the ex- 
aminations after completing the 
course at the academy, the witness 
said, but was not admitted to the navy 
because his eyesight was defective.

Over $2,134,000 Paid Into the 
United States Treasury

New York, April 30.—The Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining company of New 
Jersey and the New York corporation 
of the same name paid into the treas- 
ury of the United States $896,000 
Thursday, completing a payment ag- 
gregating over $2,134,000 in settle- | 
ment of all civil claims arising out 
of the fraudulent weighing of sugar 
on the docks of refineries in Brooklyn 
and Jersey City. | 
According to the terms of the set-| 
tlement, the companies pay in full the 

judgment of $134,000 awarded the | 
government in the case tried in March | 
and pay also the sum of $2,000,000 
more, representing duties which have | 
been unpaid during the past twelve | 
years as a result of the fraudulent 

weighing. The companies further | 
agree to give up their rights of appeal. | 
The settlement was made upon the | 
advice of the companies’ lawyers, who 
say that the settlement seemed wise 
because the government threatened 
otherwise to bring further suits for 
amounts reaching nearly $9,000,000.

Poor Richard’s Almanac. 

Dr. Franklin himself in one of the 
last numbers of the almanac gathered 
together all the best sayings of Poor 
Richard, which for twenty-five years 
had amused and edified the country. 
These sayings are In constant use at 
this day. For example, “Early to bed 
and early to rise makes a man healthy, 
Wealthy and wise;” “Drive thy busl- 


ness—let it not drive thee;’ “Help 
hands, for I have uo lands;’ “No gains 
without pains;” “Constant dropping 


wears away stones; “Three removes 
are as bad as a fire;” “He that by the 
plow would thrive must himself el- 
ther hold or drive;’ “A fat kitchen 
makes a lean will; “Experience keeps 
a dear school, but fools will learn in 
no other.” It was such homely max- 
ims as these inserted in all the little 
gaps of the almanac that made it so 
popular. Franklin said he sometimes 
sold 10,000 copies in a year, a wonder- 
ful sale for that day. The first number 
of Poor Richard’s Almanac appeared 
in 1732
